THE NATIONAL JEWISH CHARTER. 


A CLOSER scrutiny of the terms of the Mandate, the full text 
of the Draft of which for presentation to the Counce] of the 
League of Nations was first published in the JEwish CHRONICLE 
last week, does not dispose us to alter essentially the hurried 
view we took of the document upon first perusing it,and which we 


expressed in these columns last Friday. We said that by it 


Jews were invited and expected to. take a great part in the 
regeneration of Palestine, and to bring to the work the best 
that is in them, material as well as moral. We described the 
obligation thus laid upon our people as, in prevailing con- 
ditions, a gigantic task. involving much sacrifice, and we said 
that we considered the terms of the Mandate such as 


not to afford that encouragement which in the-natnré f. 


things is desirable so that the sacrifice may beforthcoming. That 
was our view then; it is confirmed by the more careful 
examination of the document which, during the week, we 
have been enabled to give to it. The Times, while inferentially 
complaining of our criticism of the Mandate, can defend 
itsown position of satisfaction withit only by saying that, although 
its main purpose is still left indefinite, and is thus capable 
of a very narrow as well as of a very ample interpretation, it 
seems inclined to the wider and more generous view.” Surely, 
that is but damning praise! 

Let us revert fora moment to the immediate genesis of 
this Mandate and then ask ourselves what its real purpose 
actually is, so far as Jews are coneerned. Perhaps by that 
means we can best judge, both as to tow far away the Mandate 
is from adequately meeting the purpose a-d the extent to which 
it helps that purpose forward. | 

The object which the British Government had in view in 
issuing the BALFOUR Declaration —at least when it was made— 
cannot be doubted. It was that at the end of the war, 
assuming the victory of the Allies, there should be gradually 
set up in Palestine what would ultimately become a Jewish 
Commonwealth. Palestine was to become Eretz Yisrael, 
—in Dr. WEIZMANN’'S language, as Jewish as England is 
English. That such was the intention—and was understood to 
be the intention—the public utterances of British Statesmen 
and others speaking with authority, left the world in no doub‘. 
“For the first time since the dispersion, the Jewish people 
has received its proper status by the declaration of one 
of the great Powers.” “Our wish is that Arabian countries 
shall be for the Arabs. Armenia for the Armenians, and 
Judea for the Jews.” “I venture to claim for this country that 
in supporting Zionism it has merely been carrying out its true 
policy .. . we are adjured to respect the principle of self- 
determination . . one of the great steps, in some ways the 
greatest step, we have taken in carrying out this prince ple is 
the recognition of Zionism.” The pronouncement with respect 
to Palestine is a policy which for nearly three years I have 
urged in the Cabinet and out of the Cabinet, at every oppor- 
tunity that arose.” For thousands of years the Jewish people 
have said ‘next year in Jerusalem’; “ there will be fresh light 


to th nk they are doing the will of our common Father when 


in those eyes, those bent backs will at last stand erect, there will 
be greater dignity in the Jew throughout the world.” It may 
be your destiny to be a bridge between Asia and Europe, to 
bring the spirit of Asia to Europe and the vitality of Europe to 
Asia.” I look to se> the return of Israel with his majesty, and 
tolerance banishing mockery and dispelling doubt.” “The Jewish 
claun to Palestine is overwhelming.” These are some extracts 
taken at random from the speeches delivered at the great 
thanksgiving meeting for the BALFoUR Declaration held in 
London. Who will say that these words would have Deen uttered 
if the actual terms of the Mandate could have been then fore- 
seen ? Is it conceivable that statesmen like Lord Ropert Ceci. 
or Sir HERBERT SAMUEL, or that splendid type of Englishman 
alas no more—Sir MARK SYKEs, or that consistent friend of 
Jewish Nationalism, Mr. ORMSBY GORE, would have employed 


language such as we have quoted, had they imagined thut Jews 


in order to gain what was eonceded as the Jewish right 
to nationhood, would have to obtain it bea Charter burdened 
with such glaring shortcomings as those which the Mandate 
contains? In another column an esteemed and able corre 
spondent has catalogued some of these. He has shown how 
that nebulous expression— Jewish National Home — has in 
the Mandate become stereotyped: the Jewish people teing left 
to clothe it with reality, and, indeed, to make of it sense. 
There is no Jewish Nationality acedrded by the Mandate to 
Jews in Palestine. There is only a Palestinian Nationality 
provided for, to which Jews are to be entitled equally with 
any other settler in the land. Judea for the Jews is reflected, 
as by a mightily convex mirror, in a Jewish Consultative 
Council, the advice of which ‘and, indeed, the existence) is to be 
dependent not even upon England, or upon the. League of Nations, 
but upon the Pa'estinian Government for the time being that is 
setupthe-e. Next year in Jerusalem” has its strange antithesis 
in a special protection and encouragement to the most insidious 
enemies of the Jewish faith. The missionaries, who under the 
Mandate are given a charter for making of Palestine the unhappy 
hunting ground of diverse creeds, are to be protected in 
all the intrigne and the intolerance, the bigotry and 
the chicanery, which, we well know, seems to be 
inseparable from the work of those who are so deluded as 


they endeavour to make of had Jews worse Christians. 
To inaugurate the establishment of a National Home for the 
Jewish people with a provision for encouraging the disinte- 
gration of Judaism, is a piece of incomprehensible futility. 
For Jewish Nationalism is bound up with the Jewish faith. 
They are inseparable, if, indeed, they be not one. Religion for 
the Jew is life, as life is religion. We cannot recollect a similar 
measure being introduced into «ny of the treaties that have 
set up the new nations that have been formed since the 
Armistice, and the conditions of Palestine are such, and 
assuredly the preamble of the Palestine Mandate is such, that 
the Mandate is the last of all places in which such a clause 
should male its appearance. 

Now we are far from blaming the British Government 
for the obvious deficiencies of the Mandate. When the BALFOUR 
Declaration was issued, the Government was, we doubt not, 
under the natural impression that the whole of Jewry would 
unite in supporting and commending the proposals conveyed 
by that historic document. But far frem that having been 
the case, the most intrepid and unceasing opposition has been 
waged by Jews against Jewish Nationalism ever since Mr. 
BALFOUR announced the decision of the British Government to 
Lord ROTHSCHILD. Jews, frequently those of influence and 
power, have done their utmost to baulk Zionist strivings, and 
to turn the whole project. from a great National triumph 
inte a mere plan for more Jewish emigration, and nothing more. 
These narrow-souled Jews, unable to grasp either the realities 
of the proud heritage or to conceive the glerious possibilities 
of the race to which they belong, perhaps careless and 
unmindful of both by reason of the material comfort that has 
been vouchsafed to them, impressed upon the Government 
their views by all the arts they could command. Their one 
purpose was to debase in the Government's eyes the Jewish 
National idea and the Jewish National Movement, So far as 


| these Jews have been instrumental in securing such a Mandate 


as we have, theirs must be tbe responsibility. We 
believe they will yet deeply regret their short-sightedness. 
In addition, however, political considerations have induced 
a strenuous objection to the re-settlement of our 
people in Palestine. It has been given tongue to 


angen, 
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by that valued ally, France, whose ambitions in the 
Near East are well known, and by reason of which the 
boundaries of Palestine have been set so greatly to the 
disadvantage of that country. Then, again, there have been 
the Arabs, and their constant threats of arousing 
a vast stream of Moslem discontent in case Palestine 
became Jewish. All this and much more lms naturally 
influenced both the Government and its permanent officials, 
discouraged the original intentions of the BALFoUR Declaration, 
and discounted the statesman-like policy which inspired it. 
Indeed, when we come to think of the history of the Jewish 
National Movement since November, 1917, of the opposition to 
the Jewish National idea to which we have alluded, and we are 
bound to add-——notwithstanding all that is due to Dr. WEIZMANN 
for what he has accomplished for the Jewish people—of the 
feckless leadership which, in so many instances, has been 
evident, of the mystery and secrecy with which negotiations 
with the Government have been enshrouded so that the influence 
of public opinion, which has always been on the side of Jewish 
Nationalism, was checked and excluded—when we think, too, of 
the secession threatened, if not actual, of American Zionists, of 
the lack of organisation in the Vionist Organisation—then we say 
that we have to be thankful that the Mandate is as favourable 
to Jewish Nationalism as it is. 

And to be sure there are many points in it that are so palpably 
advantageous as to point to only one course in regard to it for 
us Jews. It recognises the right of the Jewish people to be 
re-formed as a nation in Palestine, thus conceding, at least, the 
demand of the first Zionist Congress for “a publicly recognised 
Home for the Jewish people in Palestine.“ That Home is publicly 
recognised now ; the Mandate admits the principle and places 
it beyond all debate or argument. Whether this document 
will give to the Jewish people the legal securi y which the 
Basle programme also claimed now depends, it s ems to us, 
entirely upon the Jewish people themselves. We have spoken, 
and without reserve, of the shortcomings of the Mandate, 
because in sucha matter we deem it of vital importance that the 
Jewish people should be under no delusion or misapprehension. 
They, of course, make the difficulty of the re-settlement of our 
people in Palestine for the purpose of ultimately forming there 
a Jewish Commonwealth (which is the real purpose of the 
Mandate) ali the more difficult. We reg:et this from the Jewish 
point of view, because we realise what the nature of the task 
involved which is now lad upon Jews must be even in the 


most favourable circumstances. But we regret it also from 


the world point of view. Because we know that the longer 


the consummation of our national striving is delayed the. 


longer must be delayed too any honourable, worthy, or self- 
respecting settlement of the Jewish question. Butif the task 
be so much the harder, we hope and pray the mettle of the 
Jewish people will not prove to be overstrained, and that in any 
case Jews everywhere will rally now to making the Mandate in 
its practical working, a real and effectual Charter of Jewish 
Nationalism. The Jewish Advisory Cotincil provided for by 
the Mandate, tentative and hesitating as it is, can in itself well 
be turned into a great National instrument. As we are reminded, 
the Parliament of this country is technically now, as once 
it was actually, but an alvisory council; and even to-day 
that characteristic of it can be traced n the preamble of every 
Act of Parliament which is declared to be passed by and with 
the advice of Parliament. Even the irritating obscurity of the 
term “Jewish National Home can be made very real if we 
but obtain for Palestine a steady migration thither, so that in 
the course of a reasonable time we have there a population 
which, by its numbers and its usefulness to the country, will 
become a power and influence—a Jewish power and a Jewish 
influence. Nor can we treat as of no consequence the 
recognition of Hebrew as one of the official languages of 
the country. 

Perhaps, then, it is not too much to expect that, 
the Palestine Mandate with its recitals being a fact, those 
who have been opposing Zionist strivings will, in Jewish 
intepests, in the best interests of this country and in the 
interests of the world, turn now and he!p, instead of impeding 
the realisation of the fondest of Jewish historic aspirations. 
For Jewry at large is now called upon to do its duty by 
itself and by humanity at large, in helping to put an end: to 
the present deplorable world-position of our people, and to win 
a place such as the Jewish people have earned, through match- 
less fidelity to their faith and their race, among the nations of the 
world. British Jew, who have reason, indeed, to love England

should be first to honour England's policy in Palestine. Near 


in their wake should surely be our brethren in America, English- 
speaking like ourselves. But no Jew worthy of the name dare 
think of the ineffable shame that will rest upon all our 
people if, through our failing and our fault at this 


supremely critical moment of our history, the re- 


nationalisation of those of our people who desire to become 
nationally Jews, who yearn to help re-people with Jews our 
ancient home in Palestine, proves to be but a mirage. Such a 
blind-alley result of two thousand years of our strivings and 
our martyrdom is unthinkable. For our part we believe that, 
faulty as the Mandate is, our people themselves, by their 
energy and their sacrifice, will find means for repairing its 
deficiencies, and that, linked one to the other in the great purpose 
that is now before us all, they will work for the ultimate 
triumph in God's good time of the Cause which in generation 
after generation has been Israel's inspiration and Jewry's hope. 


Shell-Shock ? 


Tun anti-Semitic attacks in this country by a certain section to 
which it has been our painful duty so frequently to refer, have had 
two unusually hysterical. exemplification this week. One of them 
came from a certain Lieut.-Col. W. P. Drury, while the other 
disfigured the once staid and sober columns of Blackwood’s Magazine. 
Perhaps the more remarkable of the two was that of the officer. It 
was contained in a speech in connection withthe Hessenford Prize 
Fair at St. Germans, and among the other astonishing things which 
Col. Devry solemnly insinuated to his audience of farmers, was that 
the famous Admiralty telegram announcing the Battle of Jutland— 
a message whose clumsiness resulted in great uneasiness—was part 
of the Jewish “conspiracy to gather all the power of the world into 


the hands of the Jewish race.”. Out of that telegram, he states, and 


the consequent fluctuations in the stock markets. a certain group of 
Jewish financiers are alleged tohave cleared a net profit of 418.000.000.“ 


No proof, it is almost needless to say, is given of these extraordinary. 


allegations—extraordinary even for modern Hebromaniacs. No 
explanation is vouchsafed as to how an official Admiralty message 
came to be part of the alleged Jewish plot or of a supposed Jewish 
gamble. But on the top of this wild stuff, the speaker proceeds to 
pile attacks on Jewish Press influence, on Bolshevism, because he 
supposes that for it Jews are entirely responsible, on Jews in the 
Indian Government, and on the Prime Minister's Secretary (Sir 
Paitir Sassoon). In fine, he charges the Jewish people with a 
conspiracy to overthrow the British power in India because 
it is the lynch-pin of the British. Empire. No wonder that 
the Western Morning News, which reported this malicious Jewish 


, nonsense, added that it “ astonished the assembled farmers.’ The 


Blackwood WVagazine article, which appears in the current issue 
of that publication, proceeds largely on the same lines. It 


denounces Lorp READING as an alien lawyer—by blood aud 


breeding a foreigner, though of British birth.” It goes on to mis- 
state the facts of the Marconi case, and then to assert that 
“the mere fact that Jewish blood flows in a man's veins 
should exclude him from holding a high office in a land wherein 
he sojourus.“ Mr, LLoyp it shrieks, “is withdrawing 
gradually all power from the hands of the Christians and placing it 
in the hands of the Jews.“ “Behind all Mr. GrorGe's action is the 
hidden hand of Sir Parmie Sassoon.” At present Great Britain 
is ground to powder between the upper and nether millstones. 
On the upper side are LORD READING, and all the tribe of the 
Mowracus, the Samueus, and the Monvs. On the nether side 
lurk the Jewish Bolsheviks'’—and so forth. Before such unbridled 
madness the average sane man must stand bewildered, and can but 
ask whether it is really published in an English print. Not even 
the wildest ravings of Continental Jew-baiters ever excelled these 
frothy outpourings either for stupidity or for malice. But they are 
at all events in line with the Morning Post, the Spectator, and 
other journals in respect of their central idea. The Jew is to be 
stripped of his citizenship and his citizen rights, and the Emancipa- 
tien Act repealed —and all because these liberties are exercised by 
these upon whom they were conferred! The pathetic point of it all 
is that the people who propound this ludicrous proposal appear to 
credit their owu aberrations, and to think that Great Britain would 
gain by being thrown back into the Middle Ages. Such is the 
unbalancing effect of a great war! It is all really, we suppose, a 
form of shell shock, and thus calls for our pity accordingly.

The Boari's Plight. 


Tas speech of the Paustpent at last Monday's meeting of the 
Board of Guardians was nop reassuring. The appeal which was 


‘issued recently for £100,000 has elicited only £26,000, and according 


to the Treasurer there will be a considerably larger deficit this 
year than last unless there is a material increase in receipts. 


We have already strongly impressed upon our readers the 


urgent necessity of standing by the Board in its call upon 
the Community. However numerous the conflicting claims, those 
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of our premier Charity must be paramount and can on no 
account be over-looked. At the same time we must express regret 
that the suggestion which we tirew out of a comprehensive and 
centrally organised fund from which the needs of the Board and 
other bodies could be met, with due regard to relative merit, does 
not seem to have fructified. A bold move of that kind would give a 
new impetus to our charity collection, and would, we are convinced, 


gather in for all our institutions much more than it can be hoped to 
secure single-handed. 


Sabbath Eve Addresses. 


AT the instance of the Jewish Welfare Committee, short 
addresses in English are tobe delivered oncea fortnight at the Sabbath 
eve services in the Great Synagogue. The Committee was moved to 
approach the Board of Management by the gratifyingly large attendance 
of young people at the synagogue—on one occasion as many as 500 


worshippers of all ages were counted. The fact that 500 people can 


be found at a Friday night service in a London city synagogue may 
come as a startling revelation to those who believe Metropolitan 
Judaism to be moribund, and are driven to the conviction by the 
empty rows of synagogue benches both on Sabbath eve and the Sabbath 
day. It is surely worth enquiring whether the enthusiasm which still 
lingers in the City cannot be revived elsewhere, and, in particular, 
whether the Sabbath eveningservices cannot be made an instrument 
of Synagogue revival. There is, in fact. no more beautiful service 
in the whole of our synagogue ritual. It is full of opportunities for 
touching the imagination and bringing back old and tender memories. 
Abroad this was long ago realised with correspondingly -happy 
effects on the attendance. The new departure at the Great Syna- 
gogue shows us something of potentialities that reside in this service. 


and we hope that it will stimulate other congregations to use the 


religious leverage which lies so often neglected at their hands. 


A Great Synagogue Minister. 

Apropos of this useful step taken by the Great Synagogue, we 
would ask whether the time has not arrived for providing the 
congregation with a Minister. The Great Synagogue has, of course, 
a large body of congregants and is situated on the borders of a 
large Jewish Community. The surprising thing is that the 
Synagogue should not long ago have had a Minister regularly 
attached to it. There is no reason that we know why it 
should differ in this respect from other constituents of the 
United Synagogue, and, indeed, under Dr. NATHAN ADLER ?°3" 
the anomaly did not exist, because the then Chief Rabbi was, in 
effect, the minister. What was in his time, however, a definite 
ministry has since, by force of facts, become only an occasional 
pulpit address by the incumbent of the office, and at the moment 
the Cnier Renn is not available even for that service. The 
circumstances of the district have long pointed to the necessity of a 
quite different development, and the time has certainly come for a 
reversion, but in more explicit terms, to the older practice. 
Despite the removals from the district// there is only too 
much reason for a minister to help in East End work, 
and a Great Synagogue with au active minister could become a live 
religious centre. The Cuter Raps could, of course, still continue 
his periodic visits, and could deliver, as usual, the statutory 
sermons which he must preach in accordanee with the United 
Synagogue Act. But the appointment of a capable Minister in regular 
charge of the spiritual interests of this important congregation could 
not but result in decided advantage to our religious interests.

They, of course, make the difficulty of the re-settlement of our 
people in Palestine for the purpose of ultimately forming there 
a Jewish Commonwealth (which is the real purpose of the 
Mandate) all the more difficult. We regict this from the Jewish 
point of view, because we realise what the nature of the task 
involved which is now lad upon Jews must be even in the 
most favourable circumstances. But we regret, it also from 
the world point of view. Because we know that the longer 
the consummation of our national striving is delayed the 
longer must be delayed too any honourable, worthy, or self- 
respecting settlement of the Jewish question. Butif the task 
be so much the harder, we hope and pray the mettle of the 
Jewish people will not prove to be overstrained, and that in any 
case Jews everywhere will rally now to making the Mandate in 
its practical working, a real and effectual Charter of Jewish 
Nationalism. The Jewish Advisory Council provided for by 
the Mandate, tentative and hesitating as it is, can in itself well 
be turned into a great National instrument. As we are reminded, 
the Parliament of this country is technically now, as once 
it was actually, but an alvisory council; and even to-day 
that characteristic of it can be traced n the preamble of every 
Act of Parliament which is declared to be passed by and with 
the advice of Parliament. Even the irritating obscurity of the 
term “Jewish National Home” can be made very real if we 
but obtain for Palestine a steady migration thither, so that in 
the course of a reasonable time we have there a population 
which, by its numbers and its usefulness to the couutry, will 
become a power and influence—a Jewish power and a Jewish 
influence. Nor can we treat as of no consequence the 


recognition of Hebrew as one of the official languages of 
the country. 


Perhaps, then, it is not too much to expect that, 
the Palestine Mandate with its recitals being a fact, those 
who have been opposing Zionist strivings will, in Jewish 
intepests, in the best interests of this country and in the 
interests of the world, turn now and help, instead of impeding 
the realisation of the fondest of Jewish historic aspirations. 
For Jewry at large is now called upon to do its duty by 
itself and by humanity at large, in helping to put an end to 
the present deplorable world-position of our people, and to win 
a place such as the Jewish people have earned, through match- 
less fidelity to their faith and their race, among the nations of the 

world. British Jew’, who have reason, indeed, to love England 


should be first to honour England's policy in Palestine. Near 
in their wake should surely be our brethren in America, English- 


speaking like ourselves. But no Jew worthy of the name dare 
think of the ineffable shame that will rest upon all our 


people if, through our failing and our fault at this 
supremely critical moment of our history, the re- 
nationalisation of those of our people who desire to become 
nationally Jews, who yearn to help re-people with Jews our 
ancient home in Palestine, proves to be but a mirage. Such a 
blind-alley result of two thousand years of our strivings and 
our martyrdom is unthinkable. For our part we believe that, 
faulty as the Mandate is, our people themselves, by their 
energy and their sacrifice, will find means for repairing its 
deficiencies, and that, linked one to the other in the great purpose 
that is now before us all, they will work for the ultimate 
triumph in God's good time of the Cause which in generation 
after generation has been Israel's inspiration and Jewry's hope. 
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Shell-Shock ? 


Tun anti-Semitic attacks in this country by a certain section to 
which it has been our painful duty so frequently to refer, have had 
two unusually hysterical exemplification this week. One of them 
came from a certain Lieut.-Col. W. P. Drury, while the other 
disfigured the once staid and sober columns of Blackwood'’s Magazine. 
Perhaps the more remarkable of the two was that of the officer. It 
was contained in a speech in connection withthe Hessenford Prize 
Fair at St. Germans, and among the other astonishing things which 
Col. Devry solemnly insinuated to his audience of farmers, was that 
the famous Admiralty telegram announcing the Battle of Jutland— 
a message whose clumsiness resulted in great uneasiness—was part 
of the Jewish “ conspiracy to gather all the power of the world into 
the hands. of the Jewish race.” Out of that telegram, he states, and 
the consequent fluctuations in the stock markets, n certain group of 
Jewish financiers are alleged tohavecleared a net profit of 418,000,000.“ 


No proof, it is almost needless to say, is given of these extraordinary. 


allegations—extraordinary even for modern Hebromaniacs. No 
explanation is vouchsafed as to how an official Admiralty message 
came to be part of the alleged Jewish plot or of a supposed Jewish 
gamble. But on the top of this wild stuff, the speaker proceeds to 
pile attacks on Jewish Press influence, on Bolshevism, because he 
supposes that for it Jews are entirely responsible, on Jews in the 
Indian Government, and on the Prime Minister's Secretary (Sir 
Piti Sassoon). In fine, he charges the Jewish people with a 
conspiracy to overthrow the British power in India because 
it is the lynch-pin of the British Empire. No wonder that 
the Western Morning News, which reported this malicious Jewish 


nousense, added that it “ astonished the assembled farmers,’ The 


Blackwood Vagazine article, which appears in the current issue 
of that publication, proceeds largely on the same lines. It 


denounces Lorp READING as an alien lawyer — by blood and 


breeding a foreigner, though of British birth.” It goes on to mis- 


state the facts of the Marconi case, and then to assert that 


“the mere fact that Jewish blood flows in a man's veins 
should exclude him from holding a high office in a land wherein 
he sojourns.” Mr. LLOYD GROndR, it shrieks, “is withdrawing 


gradually all power from the hands of the Christians and placing it 


in the hands of the Jews.“ “Behind all Mr. GrorGe’s action is the 
hidden hand of Sir Paiute Sassoon.” At present Great Britain 
is ground to powder between the upper and nether millstones. 
On the upper side are LORD READING, and all tlie tribe of the 
Moxradus, the SAMUELS, and the Monps. On the nether side 
lurk the Jewish Bolsheviks —and so forth. Before such unbridled 
madness the average sane man must stand bewildered, and can but 
ask whether it is really published in an English print. Not even 
the wildest ravings of Continental Jew-baiters ever excelled these 
frothy outpourings either for stupidity or for malice. But they are 
at all events in line with the Morning Post, the Spectator, and 
other journals in respect of their central idea. The Jew is to be 
stripped of his citizenship and his citizen rights, and the Emanucipa- 
tien Act repealed —and all because these liberties are exercised by 
those upon whom they were conferred! The pathetic point of it all 


is that the people who propound this ludicrous proposal appear to. 


credit their owu aberrations, and to think that Great Britain would 
gain by being thrown back into the Middle Ages. Such is the 
unbalancing effect of a great war! It is all really, we suppose, a 
form of shell shock, and thus calls for our pity accordingly.

The Board's Plight. 


Tas speech of the PRESIDENT at last Monday's meeting of the 
Board of Guardians was not reassuring. The appeal which was 
issued recently for £100,000 has elicited only £26,000, and according 
to the Treasurer there will be a considerably larger deficit this 
year than last unless there is a material increase in receipts. 
We have already strongly impressed upon our readers the 


urgent necessity of standing by the Board in its call upon 


the Community. However numerous the conflicting claims, those 
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of our premier Charity must be paramount and can on no 
account be over-looked. At the same time we must express regret 
that the suggestion which we threw out of a comprehensive and 
centrally organised fund from which the needs of the Board and 
other bodies could be met, with due regard to relative merit, does 
not seem to have fructified. A bold move of that kind would give a 
new impetus to our charity collection, and would, we are convinced, 


gather in for all our institutions much more than it can be hoped to 
secure single-handed. 


Sabbath Eve Addresses. 


Ar the instance of the Jewish Welfare Committee, short 
addresses in English are tobe delivered once a fortnight at the Sabbath 
eve services in the Great Synagogue. The Committee was moved to 
approach the Board of Management bythe gratifyingly large attendance 
of young people at the synagogue—on one occasion as many as 500 
worshippers of all ages were counted. The fact that 500 people can 
be found at a Friday night service in a London city synagogue may 
come as a startling revelation to those who believe Metropolitan 
‘Judaism to be moribund, and are driven to the conviction by the 
empty rows of synagogue benches both on Sabbath eve and the Sabbath 
day. It is surely worth enquiring whether the enthusiasm which still 
lingers in the City cannot be revived elsewhere, and, in particular, 
whether the Sabbath eveningservices cannot be made an instrument 
of Synagogue revival. There is, in fact. no more beautiful service 
in the whole of our synagogue ritual. It is full of opportunities for 
touching the imagination and bringing back old and tender memories. 
Abroad this was long ago realised with correspondingly happy 
The new departure at the Great Syna- 
gogue shows us something of potentialities that reside in this service, 
and we hope that it will stimulate other congregations to use the 
religious leverage which lies so often neglected at their bands.

A Great Synagogue Munister. 


ArROros of this useful step taken by the Great Synagogue, we 
would ask whether the time has not arrived for providing the 
congregation with a Minister. The Great Synagogue has, of course, 
a large body of congregants and is situated on the borders of a 
large Jewish Community. The surprising thing is that the 
Synagogue should not long ago have had a Minister regularly 
attached to it. There is no reason that we know why it 
should differ in this respect from other constituents of the 
United Synagogue, and, indeed, under Dr. NATHAN ADLER 7757 
the anomaly did not exist, because the then Chief Rabbi was, in 
effect, the minister. What was in his time, however, a definite

ministry has since, by force of facts, become only an occasional 


pulpit address by the incumbent of the office, and at the moment 
the Cuier RABBI is not available even for that service. The 


_ circumstances of the district have long pointed to the necessity of a 


quite different development, and the time has certainly come for a 
reversion, but in more explicit terms, to the older practice. 
Despite the removals from the district, there is only too 
much reason for a minister to help in East End work., 
and a Great Synagogue with an active minister could become a live“ 
religious centre. The Cuter RABBI could, of course, still continue 
his periodic visits, and could deliver, as usual, the statutory 
sermons which he must preach in accordanee with the United 
Synagogne Act. But the appointment of a capable Minister in regular 
charge of the spiritual interests of this important congregation could 
not but result in decided advantage to our religious interests.

The Transmigration Problem. 


SUGGESTED INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


The Rev. I. Raffalovich, Chairman, and Mr. P. Ettinger, Treasurer, 
of the Liverpool Transmigrants Committee, have returned from a short 
visit to Belgium and Holland, whither they proceeded to study the 
methods adopted in those countries to cope with the growing problem of 
transmigration. On their return through London they favoured a repre- 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE with a short statement as to the 
concerted measures by which they hoped to deal with the question. 

The greatest problem that confronted them was, as Mr. Raffalovich 
pointed out, the future of those cases to whom admittance into America 
It was only a question of funds in the 
case of those immigrants who were held up temporarily through illness 
or nou arrival of remittances. But it was to ascertain what could be 
done in the case of the former that Antwerp, Amsterdam, and Rotterdam 
had been visited. In all three cities the visitors met with the greatest 
sympathy, and found that the same problem was a matter of the deepest 
concern and of the most painstaking labours. Conferences had been held, 
and it is hoped that arrangements will be effected by which the cases 
impossible of admittance to America and Canada will be cared for in 
these centres until a home can bo found for them. Lack of proper 
information is largely responsible for these people having set out 
on a journey which has left many of them penniless and homeless 
Unable to get their passports viséd in Poland, they procure Consular 
visas en route, which are useless. They are the prey of the numerous 
sharks and swindlers who enrich themselves under the guise of sub- 
agents. 

The Central Committee atthe Hague has agreed to convene a Confer- 
ence at which Holland, Belgium, England, and, it is hoped, France, will 
be represented. At this Conference, the chief purpose will be the estab- 
lishment of an international organisation to take charge of the immigrant 
from the time of his leaving Poland until his landing in America. 

“We are only just touching the fringe of this problem,“ concluded 
Mr. Raffalovich. It is only with the vanguard that we are dealing. The 
problem is increasing month by month, aud unless Western Jewry wakes 
up to a real sense of the situation, it will be swampeil by a wave which 


it has made neither an effort to stem in time, nor tried to direct into its 
proper channels.”

Polish Promises. 


Paris [F. C. 
Marshal Pilsudski, President of Poland, received on Febrary 4th, a 
deputation from the Central Committee.of the Alliance Israélite. It con- 
sisted of Mr. Sylvain Lévi, President, Dr. Netter, Vice-President, the 
Chief Rabbi of France, and Messrs. Salomon Reinach, Berl, and Bigart. 
in reply to their speech of welcome, the President expressed himself in a 
most friendly spirit towards the Jewish citizens of Poland. He declared 
that it was Poland’s earnest desire to have a constitution in harmony 
with that of the Western States. Jews enjoyed all the rights of citizens. 
It any disabilities still existed from the old régime, the government had 
the fullest intention of removing them. As the country progressed 
towards democracy, so would the union of all sections be realised. Only 
in such a way could the political, social, and economic well-being of the 
country be assured. The President was equally sympathetic with refer- 
ence to the Sunday Closing question. He agreed that it was unfair to 
make one section of the community close on two days a week. The 
majority were at present doing their utmost to find a means of amending 
the law without offending the susceptibilities of religious people.

Mr. Leon Chazanowitch, the well-known Jewish journalist 
of the leaders of the Poalei Zion has passed through aioe on — war 
to America where he hopes (our East End corrrespondent writes) to 
realise the plans for the calling of an International Congress of Jewish 
working men. Mr. Chazanowitch, who was the Berlin correspondent of 
the New York Zeit, stated that the position of the Jews in Germany is 
becoming very serious. The German Government has taken strong 
measures against the foreign Jews, and have even gone so far as to issue 
a secret circular that all foreign Jews should be dismissed from their 
positions so as torender them unemployed, which will form a good excuse 
subsequently to intern them in concentration camps and expel them. Mr.

Both the Landtag and the Parliamentary Budget Committee have hat 
under discussion the problem of the Eastern Jews in Vienna. In the 
Landtag, the anti-Semitic leador, Mr. Kunshak, demanded their expul- 
sion. The Mayor, Mr. Reumann, declared that be was prepared to expel 
all criminal aliens, whether Jews or Gentiles. He had, however, to 
protect the productive and honest aliens. When the Jewish spokesmen, 
Drs. Ehrlich and Plashkes, presented the Jewish case, the antl Scmites 
created au uproar, but the Jewish advocates were able to Snish their 
speeches. In the Budget Committee, the anti-Semites complained that 
the Eastern Jews were responsible for the lack of housing accommodation 


in Vienna. The Chancellor, Dr. Mayr, stated that the difficulty of settling

the problem of the Eastern Jews lay in the Minority Clauses of the Peace 
Treaty and in the protests of Poland against the expulsion of the Galician 
Jews. As, however, Austria was now a member of the League of Nations, 
he could undertake to defend his country's cause, and put the Austrian 
view before the other members of the League. 


Jewish Questions in Polish Parliament. 
Warsaw (F. O. C. 

The re-opening of the Polish Parliament was marked by a debate of 
Jewish interest. The Jew-baiter, Mr. Lutoslavsky, opened the debate 
by denouncing the Jews as traitors. Mr. Grünbaum protested against 
the anti-Jewish restrictions at the Uuiversities of Lemberg and Vilna. 
The Jewish deputities questioned the Government as to the machinery 
to be set up for the purpose of carrying out the minority clauses and 
regarding the abolition of the old Tsarist anti-Semitic laws. They also. 
demanded that Jews, stating their nationality to be Jewish, should be 
permitted to retain the rank of officer in the Polish Army. They also 
insisted that the term alien“ in. the Rasso Polish Peace Treaty should 
be clearly defined, and protested against the molestation of Jews by Courts 
Martial and the Gendarmerie. 

In the course of the debate on the clause giving the Ministry the 
right to confirm or annul the election of any member of a Stock Exchange 
Committee, the anti-Semites charged the Jewish opponents of the clause 
with a desire to raise objections to Polish measures, so as to create an 
impression abroad that Jews were persecuted. The Jowish spokesman, 
Dr. Farbstein, replied that Jewish interests were bound to suffer from 
such undemocratic clauses,

Dr. Netter is a member 
of the Academy of Medicine, Professor at the University of Paris. and a 
member of the Council of the French Institute of Public Health, and has 
been awarded the honour for his distinguished services in connection 
with the researches for prophylactic measures against epidemic diseases. 
Among those appointed officers are Mr. Albert Kahn, Inspector-General of 
Public Education and a member of the Committee of the Alliance Israélite, 
and Mr. Seligman-Lui, Chief Engineer in the Department of Mines. 
The Chevaliers include Mr. Eugéne Dreyfus, Advocate-General at the Paris 
Court of Appeal and a member of the Committee of the Alliance Israé¢lite; 
Dr. Albert Schwab, of the Rothschild Hospital; Mr. Albert Wahl, 
Professor at the Faculty of Law of the University of Paris, and a member 
of the Council of the Ica and of the Committee of the Alliance [sraélite ; 
and Mr. Thadée Natanson, who, in December, 1914, was detailed to 
establish a munitions factory at Lyons. He developed it into one of the 
greatest in France, employing 15,000 workers, and turning out 26,000 shells 


a day. The list also includes Baron Jacques de Giinzburg, of Petrograd, — 


decorated for his financial services to France. 


Jews and the Future of Vilna. 


Colonel Chardigny, the representative of the Council of the League of 
Nations, while in Vilna, enquired of certain representative Jewish 
personalities with regard to their attitude to the plebiscite. The Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Rabenstein, and other prominent Jews, are said to have 


declared themselves in favour of the incorporation of Vilna in the State 
of Lithuania,—J.C.B. 


Jewish Ministzrs Sit in Juvenile Court. 


A joint Commitee of three Jewish and three Protestant ministers has 
been appointed to act in conjunction with the Judge of Juvenile Courts at

This policy, it seems, will 
as hitherto be directed to rear up Jews both as loyal citizens of the lands 
in which they dwell and at the same time render them proudly conscious 


of their ancient faith.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


THE LAST a 
PALESTINE MANDATE. 


—

N the contribution to this column, which appeared last week, mention 
was made of the arrangements in contemplation for the future of 
Palestine. Those arrangements, I observed, would be com prised in 

the terms of the Mandate which the League of Nations isto give to Great 
Britain. And I pointed out how upon the Mandate the future of our 
people is to so appreciable an extent dependent. When I wrote, the 
Mandate was still veiled in the thick darkness of obscurity, which has 
characterised all matters ancillary to it during the last three or 
more years: It must surcly have beon an actual relief to the tension 
which this secrecy has engendered in all who interest themselves 
in matters Jewish, when last week's issue of the JewisH CHRONICLE 
produced the full text of the Mandate. It mattered not for that whether 
the Mandate was good, bad, or indifferent; the point.is that it was the 
Mandate. Its appearance was reminiscent of the man who, by accident, 
fell down a long flight of stairs. When he reached the end of his painful 
journey, bruise and battered as he was, he picked himself up 
and pulled himself together with the exclamation: Now at 


least I kuow Where lam!” We Jews know now where we are in relation 


to the promises, actual and implied, which began with the Balfour 


Declaration. And whether our position vis-a-vis the future of Palestine is 


good, bad or indifferent, we can now pull ourselves together and at least be 
thankful to know where we are. The termsof the Mandate which, as was 
once observed, tarried so long as almost to give the document a touch of 
the Messianic, seem to me very like the story of the elepbant of Hindustan 
which, in a well-known poem, Colonel John Hay narrated. He tells of some 
men who, although blind, went out te see an clepbant, how each one 
of them being blind bad perforce to touch the animal 
in order to realise what it was like. The one who  handicd 
its trunk dcclared that the elephant was like a serpent, while 
the one who handle] its tail declared that the elephant was like a 
piece of cord. The ene who placed his hands upon the clephant's side 
declared that the animal was like a house. And so each of these 
blind men gained a conception of the elephant's form from the perception 
derived from his own manualinvestigation. We, none of us, can see into the 
future with certainty, or, say, of a surety, what precisely the Mandate will 
come to mean for us Jews. The most any of us can do is to draw our 
conclusions about it from the way in which it presents itself to our 
necessarily very limited perception. 


The Mandate's Message. 


The Mandate is so drawn as to be capable of very diverse verdicts. 
I suppose that Zionists of one sort will see in it much about which to 
rejoice and bo glad, and that Zionists of another sort will seein it a great 
dealabout which to wailand complain. I mightindced run through the several 
gradations of Jewish opinion, and to all who view it, independently and 
honest! y notwithstanding, the Mandate, I am sure, will appear to be some- 
thing entirely different. But I believe that everyone will agree, if only 
because the terms of the Mandate are capable of this many-sided reception, 
that they are remarkably indeterminate and that substantially they give 
little more to the Jewish people than a fine gesture. It follows that the 
translation of the gesture is the chief point about the historic document, 
and no one surely can doubt that it says to us clearly enongh in behalt of 
the nations of the world: If vou Jewish people so desire, we have no 
objection to your making good in fact, the theoretical position you 
have maintained for ecnturies, by re-establishing yourselves once again 
as a nation in the land of your aspirations and your prayers. Thatat 
least the Mandate says without equivocation. 


Mighty little wool after so much cry, I can hear the cynic exclaim. 


If that is all; why the Balfour Declaration and the shouting and the 
beating of diums and the clacking of demonstrations and thanksgivings 
and meetings? If that is all that emerges from the Mandate, if that is 
all that the Mandato in effect means, why, so far as the Jewish people 
is concerned, the Mandate at all? Why the pious professions of its 
preamble? Wherein does Palestine differ from any other possession 
or quasi-possession of the British Empire? Wherever the Union Jack 
waves, no Jew is excluded on account of his faith or his race, and as 
Palestine (in mandatory form it is true, but that really is a technicality) 
has come under the wgis of the pax Britannica, Jews who wish 
to settle in Palestine would, Mandate or no Mandate, find no bar 
there, because they were Jews; whether they regarded their Judaism as 
a matter of religion, or a matter of race, or both. Why, then, all this 
pother? England has a mandate for Mesopotamia, and that country, with 
potentialities infinitely richer than Palestine, with vast possibilities of 
untold wealth in oil, with enormous tracts waiting to spring up as wheat 
fields, has also come under the benignant sway of this great country. 
There is nothing in the Mesopotamia Mandate, which differentiates 
against the -Jew, or anyone else for the matter ot that, by reason of 


religion or race as a prospective settler. The doors of Mesopotamia are 


pen, as are the doors of Palestine. Immigration into Mesopotamia of 
ihe right sort would be welcomed, Jewish as well as non-Jewish; thus so 
ar as Palestine is concerned, the position of the would-be immigrant is 


dentical with that of Mesopotamia; providing we ignore the mere fine 
words which recognise the Jewish claim to Palestine as they appear in 


me Palestine Mandate. And the recognition of thé claim, I can hear my 
ꝛynical friend contend, is a totally different thing from granting it. The 


{ 


Mandate does the one and does not do the other. It hedges and hems in its 
invitation to the Jew. It makes conditions in regard to its invitation an¢ 
then proceeds to qualify them. To the Jewish people who have stood 
politically porishing as Jews ia a two thousand years’ exile, it says: 
“Rotarn!’ but with hesitation and so donbtfally, that it remind; 
ond of the gol old to say to her visitors when five 
o'clock arrived: You won't have acu» ot tea; why not?” This Mau- 
date, [can hear our cynic say, is really nothing so much as a perfect 
exémplification in diplomatic language of the old adage slightly amended : 
Pease you, mother, muy Ig ont to baths? 
Yes my darling daughter, 
You may bang your clothes on the hickory tree 
Bit see if you may go naar the water.” 
What on earth is the good of such a Mandate, we shall be asked, which 


even the Morning Post finds digestible and which probably the British 
Jew will regard as a triumph? 


An Historical Parallel. 


Well, if I may bo permitted to repeat something I said last week, 
History repeats itself. And I believe we shall all come to a much clearer 
view of the real value of the Mandate and of the real place it is possib’e 
that it may come to occupy inshaping the destiny of our people, as well as in 
affecting the fature of the whole world, if we turn our minds back and 
t ink just a little of the last Mandate for Palestine and of the last 
 Balfouc Declaration which the Jewish people received. Our people were 
then in exile in a smaller Babylon than the world-wide Babylon in which 
they are cast to-day, although the Babylon of that day constituteda great 
and important element in the economy of the world's politics. 
Their exile had been for less than a century as compared with 
the twenty centuries during which the Jews of the diaspora have 
now been divorced from their national centre. But seventy years 
scem to have been sufficient to create virtually the same conditions in 
microcosm that prevail in far larger measure to-day. Our people had 


become Babylonians of the Jewish persuasion. They had assimilated to 


the ways of the Babylonians and what we call the Babylonian captivity 


(an expression that we gained—and have retained from the view-point of 


the ro-nationalised Jews who subsequently returned to Palestine) the 


‘Jews of those days regarded as a comfortable and luxurious 


existence ; as, indeed, it was from the merely material aspect. It was 
only here and there in ancient Babylon that there were to be found 
great-souled Jews like the inspired one who wrote of his sojourn by 
the waters of Babylon, where he declared he sat and wept as 
he remembered Zion. The vast mijority of the Jews there had 
forgotten Jerusalem, or could think of it without a pang as belonging tc 
an era which they had grown ont of. Most of them, I suppose, thought 
of it only when they mechanically prayed about it in their synagogues. 
For the rest, they regarded those few who preferred Jerusalem above 
their chief joy as crazy idealists, or persons who were really dangerous 
because of the mauitestation their preference was thought to imply of 
their lack of loyalty to Babylon. And when the Balfour letter” ol 
those days, when the decree of Cyrus was issued, what was it? Was it 
anything more than an expression of goodwill urging those Jews who so 
desired, them selves to return to their National Home, and the rest of the 
Jews in Babylon to subscribe to the Babylonian prototype of the Keren 
Hayesol, the Foundation Fund’? “ Whosoever remaineth in any place 
where he sojourneth,” read the Cyrus-Balfour Declaration, let the men 
of his place help with silver and with gold, with goods and cattle, and all 
kin is of freewill offering for the house of God that is ia Jerusalem.” 


Who, lot us next ask, took advantage of that Balfour letter”? Notthe 


rich and the wealthy, not the influential aud the prosperous. Weknow, for 


it is on record, that it was those rich in spirit perhaps, but materially 
poor, who, at the word of Cyrus-Balfour, determined to leave the allure- 
ments of Babylon and face the difficulties of Zion. When their political 
ciptivity was thus turned, we are told that those who formed the } ishub 
were entranced as by a dream. Happily so; for the reality of the situa- 
tion might well have discouraged them and defeated the enterprise 
they undertook. Because the re-incarnation of a national Jewry, after 
the seventy years’ exile. was no triumphant march from the great 
cities of the Babylonian Empire to the wasted land of Pales- 
tine. The national being, the reaping of which was to be the

joy of all the carth, was deeply sown with bitter tears. The return 
was filled with sorrow and with woe. The opposition which the 
pioncers encountered was bitter, venomous and malicious. There were 
those who wrote letters with the object of opposing the Zionist 
Movement of that day, and charging the Zionists of the time with 
being fomentors of rebellion and sedition. Among those who sought 
to put a spoke in the Jewish National wheel it is noteworthy 
were the Apharsitcs. Surely, if we spell the word “Afar-sights” they 
stand as the originals of those among us to-day who so assidulously hold 
themselves aloof from their brethren and place themselves afar from 
what concerns their people. Yet this return from the ancient Babylon, 
involving as it did the pain and the tribulation that it must 
have cost the Halucim of the then new Palestine, was set 
going by a Declaration not a whit more definite than that which but a 
year or two ago came to the Jewish peopic. Read the Decree of Cyrus 
and it is, so far as it contains any statement or any sort of surety of 
what was to happen to the returning Jews, nebulosity itself. Compared 
with it the Balfour Declaration is a meticulous cataloguing of definite 
Treaty obligations. 


“A Little Space” of “ Grace.” 


And what of the last Palestine Mandate, as a whole? Wasita 
complete, full, ample, and generous Mandate? Did it set forth accurately 
and completely what was expected of the Jewish development it called 
into being? It must, in fact, have been a very very poor sort of Mandate, 
judged by these standards. For Ezra tells us so; inferentially, it 
is true, but in language that cannot be misunderstood. Among 
the troubles that ensued upon the return from the Babylonian 
captivity, besides the harassment which the pioneers encountered and 
the opposition which was set up egiinst their endeavours, to 
which I have alluded, there was a sliding away by the pioneers into the 
sin of marital assimilation. In his distfess, we read, Ezra uttered a 
prayer to the Almighty, and in the course of what he said he described 
the Jewish position in Palestine as“ but a little space of grace.“ leaving 
the “remnant to escape.” Aud he summed up the Mandate, under which 
the return took place, as giving to the people of Israel just “a nail in the 
Holy place.” 

Just a nail! Yet upon that frail peg the genius of our people 
managed to hang a great work of redemption. They redeemed not only 
themselves from what Ezra calls the Bondage of Babylon, but by the 
influence of Judaism they managed to redeem a large proportion of the 
world from the debasement of heathenism. Upon the slender nail, as the 
prophet describes the last Mandate for Palestine, Jews were able not 
alone to preserve their own faith but to give to the world the two great 
religions of Christianity and Mohammedanism. Suppose we grant that the 
Palestine Mandate which we have here and now, gives us but a mere nail 
in the national edifice that Jews have been called upon by it to build up 
in Palestine, I, for one, have sufficient confidence in the ultimate power 
of Jewish genius to believe that our people will find the means for placing 
upon it a great and worthy piece of new Jewish history, such as win 
glorify them and bless ali the world. History has repeated itself: it will 
continue to do so. This expression, to be sure, may be merely faith; 
but it is faith. That it will prove to be fac:—for that, Jewry must wait; 
but I have no doubt that Jewry will see. 


— The King and Lord Reading. 


A writer in the Pall Mall Gazette and Glote of Monday says:—“I am 
told that Lord Reading is to be the guest of the King at dinner at Bucking- 
ham Palace before his departure for India. . The King was much gratifled 
by Lord Reading's e ceptance of the Viceroyalty, and he will be one of the 
2arliest visitors to the Palace on the return of the Court to-day.” 


What Is An Englishman ? 


[FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. |] 


Mr. J. A. R. Marriott, M. A., M. P., Lecturer on Modern History and 
Economics at Oxford, and M.P. for Oxford, is delivering at the London 
Day Training College a course of lectures on the “Teaching of History.” 
The lectures are for teachers, and one would like to see. Jewish teachers 
benefit by them to a greater extent than is the case. At his fourth 
lecture on Thursday in last week, Mr. Marriott discussed the State in 
relation to other States. Commenting on the distinction between Nation 
and State, he said: “The Jews area Nation. Since the dispersion they 
have never been a State.” Referring to the mixture of races which pro- 
duced the Englishman, he quoted from Defoe’s “The True-born English- 
man,” @ satire written in 1700, when there was much anti-Dutch feeling 
after the accession to the throne of William III. The Morning Post 
objects to the demands that the Commonwealth in Palestine “should be 
as Jewish as England is English,” and maintains that “England is com- 
posed mainly of Englishmen.” But what is an Englishmaad? The 
following lines which Mr. Marriott quoted from Defoe are not inapropos: 

The Romans first with Julius Cesar came, 
Including all the Nations of that Name, 

Gauls, Greeks, and Lombards ; and by Computation, 
Auxilaries or Slaves of ev’ry Nation. 

With Hengist, Saxons; Danes witli Sueno came, 
In search of Plunder. not in search of Fame, 
Scots, Picts, and Irish from th’ Hibernian shore: 
And Conqu'ring William brought the Normans o're. 
All these their Barb’rous Offspring left behind, 
The Dregs of Armies, they of all Mankind; 

Blended with Britains who before were here, 

Of whom the Welsh ha best the Character. 

From this Amphibious III-born Mob began 

That vain ill-natur’d thing, an Englishman. 

The Customs, Sirnames, Languages, and Manners, 
Of all these Nations are their own Explainers: 
Whose Reliks are so lasting and 30 strong, 

They ha’ left a Shiboleth upon our tongue; 

By which with easy search you may distinguish 
Your Roman—Saxon—Danish—Norman English.

As 
soon as their unhappy condition was reporte to the Federation, a special 
grant of £100 was made to relieve their distress. 

The Rev. L. Geffen, Chairman of the Provincial Commission of the’ 
Federation, will visit Edinburgh, Glasgow, and the suburbs in the coming 
week in order to orgauise relief committees to help the pogrom sufferers 
in the Ukraine.

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MINORITY RIGHTS.

MR. LUCIEN WOLF AND THE “MORNING POST.” 


On Monday last, the Morning Post contained a farther letter from 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, who wrote as follows: 

Since you say that, in spite of my “ very plausible explanation,” 
you adhere to your original opinion, I am afraid that no profit can 
accrue to either of us from a continuation of this correspondence. 
The trouble about “our friendly little controversy” is that funda- 
mentally we are proceeding on different and irreconcilable planes of 
argument. You are obsessed by the friendly hypothesis that the Jews 
everywhere constitute a nationality of their own, separate from all 
other nations, and intent on aims inconsistent with the allegiance 
they owe to the countries in which they live. Parenthetically, I 
should observe that the inventor and patentee of this amiable belief 
was a gentleman named Haman, who came toa bad end in the spacious 
days of King Ahasuerus. A subsidiary delusion of yours is that I am 
in secret league with the Zionists and Jewish Nationalists, and, 
a speaking, am a plausible liar. In the light of these 

ypotheses, you take certain passages from our reports and draw 
from them the inevitable inferences. | 

My position is the exact opposite. I do not believe in your main 
hypothesis. I know that, so far as the Jews of this country are 
concerned, our patriotiam is as good as your own. I am not a Zionist; 
I have always been an anti-Nationalist, and I have the weakness to 
think that my word is as good as yours. The result is that I am 
able to say-—and I do so most positively—that the inferences you 
draw from what you are pleased to regard as obscure passages in our 
reports are quite untrue. You would see the possibility of this for 
yourself if, for a moment, you could adopt my position as your work- 
ing hypothesis and note the inferences that must result from it. 

I cannot carry the case any further than this, except to say, 
once more, that there is no truth in your “friendly” suggestion that 
the Jews of this country did aught during the war than their best to 
assist His Majesty's Government in securing the sympathy of their 
coreligionists throughout the world for the ciuse of the Allies, and in 
many other ways—not to speak of their sacrifices on the battlefield — 
to assure victory for that great cause. 

In the course of your leading article you refer to my “ Memo- 
randum to the War Office of June 15, 1916.“ This is apparentiv another 
slip of the pen —a small one, no doubt, but very characteristic and 
consoling. 

Commenting on the letter, the Jewish World says: “It is well to have 
on record from Mr. Wolf himself: that he is not a Zionist, that he 
is an anti- Nationalist (which seems to us somewhat tautological), and that 
he is nota plausible liar. Candidly, however, we really see no necessity 
for Mr. Wolf to have thus proclaimed any of these three facts concerning 
himself. 


To Mr. Wolt's letter, the Morning Lost adds the following editorial 
note: 


We are afraid Mr. Lucien Wolf is not quite so friendly as we had 
supposed; in fact, if we may venture to say so, he has lost his 


temper, aud that puts him at a disadvantage by which it might be 


unfair to profit. . At the same time we may remind our readers that 
we have not called Mr. Wolf a plausible liar”; we have merely used 
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quotations from his own report to his own people to illuminate 
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the statements which he made to us. As to Haman, it is not the 
first time that the comparison, which thinly veils a menace, has 
been used; it is some time ago since a Jewish contemporary warnod 
us to be carefal, “while our feet wore still on the ground.” After 
the fate of Russia, we should be foolish to deny that there is substance 
in the threat, but we do not propose to be intimidated from carrying 
out what we conceive to be our duty to the British public. 
Whether Mr. Wolf has lost his temper or not (says the Jewish World) 
the Editor of the Morning Post has evidently not acquired that sense of 
humour which is the saving grace of public men. He still harps upon 
the chaffing reference which the JEWISH WORLD made somo two years 
ago to the Morning Post as Haman—an analogy, which, we observe, Mr. 
Wolf also has employed. For the unt time, we would like to tell the 
Morning [ost that it really makes itself egregiously absurd in treating 
our little piece of badinage seriously, or our comparison of it to 
Haman as a “menace.” What happened was that we had suggested 
that the Morning Post, by its constant endeavours during war-time to 
stir up enmity against asectioa of the population of this country, and con- 
sequent disorder, had brought itself perilonsly within the ambit of 
“Dora.” The Morning Post genially ‘replied by suggesting that we 
thought Dora was Escher; in other words, an act for the protec. 
tion specifically of Jews. To this joke we replied with another by 
reminding the Morning Post that the story of Esther, as told in the 
Bible, contained a character, by name Haman, and that the 
attitude of our contemporary towards Jews was psychologically 
that of that unhappy man. And we suggested to our contem 
porary that, whilst it still had its feet upon the earth, it should be 
warned by the career of Hamm of what happens in the long run to 
those who persecute Jews. But (concludes the Jewish World) wo no 
more hinted that the Editor of the Morning Post should be hanged up >n a 
high gallows than we suppose it was proposing that there shot id b>» a 
general massacre of our people, when it asked us to recollect that Dora” 
was no protection to us from its anti-Semitic onslaughts. 


DEPUTY GRUENBAUM ON MR. LUCIEN WOLF'S VIEWS, 


Mr. I. Gruenbaum, the well known leader of the Jewish Deputies 
ub in the Polish Parliament, in an article in the Warsaw Haint, takes 
exception to the politics of Mr. Lucien Wolf with regard to the Polish. 
Jewish question. He severely criticises the statement of Mr. Wolf in the 
Morning Post, to the effect that the Jewish Minority Clauses were no part 
of the Jewish national aspirations. Mr. Gruerbaum attempts to prove 
that these statements are entirely incorrect, at any rate with regard to 
Poland, and says that the long struggle of the Polish Jews is in every sense 
a struggle for national rights. Mr. Gruenbaum concludes his article with 
the statement that to oppose national rights for the Jewish minority in 
Poland is to place their equal citizenship in jeopardy, the one being 
inseparable from the other. J. C. V.

The O. R. T.

A public meeting organised by the O. R. T. (Society for the Promotion 
of Trades and Agriculture among the Jews in Rassia) in conjunction with 
the Jewish Workers’ Fund was held last Sunday at the Pavilion Theatre. 
Haham Dr. M. Gaster presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the last time he had spoken in the Kast 
End he dwelt on the great tragedy that had overtaken their brothers and 
sisters, on the terrible horrors they had undergone, and on their having 
been expelled from their homes, robbed, and left to die of starvation. The 
appeal for their support had received a ready and sympathetic response, 
and those who sympathised with them were willing to give more than 
they could afford, in order to provide these uckkortunate people with 


clothes and provisions so, that they might keep body and soul 


together and protect their frozen limbs. He now had a different 
message, and a different mandate, quite different to the one published a 
few days ago, to put before them. The appeal now made was to help 
their brothers to earn their own livelihood, and thus to become proud 
and independent citizens and not schnorrers. The O. R. T. was estab. 
lished for that purpose in all parts of Russia, and would help their 
people to be independent, and so make them masters of their own 
destiny, with a hopeful outlook for the future. For over forty 
years the O.R.T. had been in existence, and its work in promoting 
the welfare of the Jews by extending their knowledge and practice 
of trades and agriculture was appreciated how more than ever. 
Its activities were also extended to Poland and the Ukraine and to all 
lands where Jews suffered. During the past year the organisation had 
settled 10,000 men, women,and children on the land for gardening and 
agricultural purposes, 5,000 children in workshops to learn trades, and 
3,000 children in private workshops. All thathad been accomplished despite 
the trouble and unrest that prevailed. The immediate problem then, 
was the provision of larger sums of money, the finding of the best way of 
supplying the artisans with tools and materials, and the agriculturists 
with farming implements. 

Mr. L. BRAMSON, after referring to the relief work of the Jews during 
the war, said that in 1917 the prospect for the Jews in Russia seemed 
very bright, as they had then obtained complete rights as citizens. But 
despite the brilliant outlook there was a feeling of insecurity. There was 
a wave of pogroms, many of which it was his sad lot to witness. But 
tragic as wasthe death of many, the lot of those Jews who escaped death 
was even more tragic. It was for these helpless victims that the 
O. R. T. was endeavouring to make it possible to earn their livelihood. 
The Ica had contributed 500,000 francs for that purpose, and the Joint 
Distribution Committee had promised 100,000 dollars. 

Mr. EFROIKIN dealt with the ghastly state of the Jews in the Ukraine, 
who had lost all hope and faith in the outside world. It was the duty of 
all Jews to restore some hope and faith in those Jews by assisting them to 
reconstruct their ruined homes. 

Mrs. Dr. MovsHoOwITZ, after reviewing the tragic position of the Jews 
in Russia, gave a detailed account of the manner in which the O. R. T. was 
working and of woman's part therein. 

Mr. Luci WOLF paid a tribute to the work of the O. R. T. in carrying 
out the work of reconstruction. It was the vital duty of all communities 
throughout the world to come to the assistance of the O. R. T. 

Mr. LEerr, the Secretary of the Jewish Workers’ Fund, proposed a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Gaster, which was carried with acclamation. 

A collection was made, and the Chairman appealed to the audience 
to become members of the Organisation. 
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Jewish Board of Guardians.

SERIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at 
the offices of the Board. There were present: 

Mr. ARTHUR STIEBEL (President, in the chair), Mra. A. Lesser, Miss Ida 
Samuel, the Rev. J. F. Stern, Messrs. M. Cash, Leonard L. Coben, A. E. 
Franklin, J. P., W. Harris, G. Lazarus, Leovard G. Montefiore, E. Morley, I. 
Seligman, L. Stephany, and P. 8. Waley. 

The PRESIDENT referred to the death of Mr. Michael Salomons, Clerk 
to the Loan Department. He said that Mr. Salomons had rendered 
excellent service to the Board for over 40 years, and they greatly regretted 
his death after a long and painful illness. 


THE ANNUAL APPEAL. 


The PRESIDENT made a statement on the result of the annnal appeal. 
Hie said that they had received in promises and gifts £26,000. ‘They 
would get an additional £1,000 when they reached £30,000, and a further 
£1,000 from Messrs. Rothschild when they got £40,000. Their deficit 
amounted to £26,729, so that they had not yet cleared it off. Moreover, 
they were having a very heavy year. They might anticipate 
an expenditure of £60,000 for next year. This year the Loan Committee 
were likely to come to the Board for funds, which they had not done for 
many years. He alluded to the difficulty of filling rotas and appealed to 
the members of the Board for further assistance in this counection. 

Mr. P. S. WALEY (Treasurer) said that next month he would present 
his annual review of the accounts, and he would not anticipate his 
statement; but it was quite obvious that unless there was a large 
increase in receipts they would end this year with a considerably 
larger deficit than they had last year. The latest statistics he had 
seen showed that they had four times the number of cases this 
year than they had last, and they were expending large sums in loans. 
The Loan Committee had a considerable sum in hand at the end of 1919. 
The whole of that had been lent and the Loan Committee were in 
debt to the Board to the extent of £1,000. The demand for loans showed 
no. signs of diminution, and it was impossible to say how much 
of the amount lent would be recoverable. A large proportion of the 
amount had been lent to discharged soldiers, and he feared that some of 
the capital would disappear altogether. They still had a certain amount 
in hand belonging to the Industrial Department, but with the revival of 
trade they could expect a demand for apprentices, and that sum would 
also be exhausted for premiums. They still had a very heavy overdraft, 
and whereas they had last year received a considerable income from 
interest on deposit account, they now had to pay from five to six hundred 
pounds for accommodation from their bankers. 

A number of gifts were reported.

Founders Day at Stepney Schools. 
— — — — 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. J. F. STERN. 
As the Jahrzeit of the late Marcus N. Adler, the first President of the 
_ Stepney Jewish Schools, fell on Sabbath last, the annual Founders’ Day 
celebration took place at the monthly children’s service at the East 
London Synagogue, which was attended by a large number of the pupils 


of the school and the pupils of the Jewish Religious Education Board 
Classes held at the school. The Rev. J. F. Stern conducted the service 
and delivered the address. Thechoral parts of the service were rendercd 
by the Synagogue chog, under the direction of Mr. B. Cousins, a former 
pupil of the school. 

In bis address based on the verse, “Come ye children, hearken unto 
me. I will teach you the fear ofthe Lord.“ Mr. Stern said that although 


many things had changed in Stepney since he first knew it, one thing had. 


not changed. There had always. been good Jewish men and 
women who had interested themselves and found happiness in 
working for these schools. Sons and daughters had gladly taken 
the place of fathers and mothers who had grown old and passed 
away, so that there had been no break in the long line of workers who 
had followed those who first founded the schools more than half a 
century ago. Herbert Adler, their present President, followed his father, 
Marcus Adler, whose name would always be remembered when tne names 
of others were forgotten. Frank Samuel, their latest recruit, stepped 
into the breach when his father Nelson Samuel, a veteran worker, was 
called away less than a year ago. No institution in the community could 
boast such a fine record, such a fine tradition of family service as their 
schools—Fanny Adler, Emma Adler, Benjamin Kisch, Myra Kisch, allmem- 
bers of the family of their first President and all workers for his and their 
schools. Some of these workers would never be forgotten, their name being 
associated with special prizes founded in the memory of those who held 
them in affection. So long as the schools existed there would be pupils 
who would be proud to receive the Michael Henry Scholarship and such 
special prizes as the Sarah Norden, the Susie Bent wich, the Denzil Myer, 
and Leonard Stcra Memorial Prizes. Many of their departed friends were 
as interested in the synagogue as they were in the school. Michael 
‘Henry associated (himself with the erection of the synagogue for the 
sake of the boys who would go out from the school and who, he 
hoped, would become regular attendants at its services and be interested 
in the life of their community. Henry Hymans, who followed Michael 
Henry as Hon. Secretary of the schools, was another who worked both for 
the synagogue and the school; he was one of the founders of the syna- 
gogue and its first Warden. William Ashe Payne, although not a Jew, 
was never absent from that synagogue when one of his Stepney boys was 
Barmitzvah there, and he was as anxious as any Jew that his boys 
should grow up to be good Jews as well as good Englishmen. Ashe Payne 
would have been proud to see his successor in the headmastership 
occupying, too, the position of Warden of the synagogue, and so linking 
together the school and the schule in a way so real and so happily in 
accordance with Jewish tradition. Mr. Stern concluded his address with 
a memorial prayer, in which the children joined.— {COMMUNICATED.!

East London Communal League.

The Rev. J. F. Stern presided last Saturday evening at a meeting 
convened by him at the East London Synagogue of the ladies aud gentle 
men who had responded to his recent appeal for communal workers in 
East London. The meeting was attended by over forty ladies and 
gentlemen. The Rev. J. F. Stern mentioned that forty replies from resi- 
dents in East London and nine from residents in the suburbs had 
been received. He explained the activities of the League, which had 
been associated with his synagogue for many years, and urged the 
necessity for such an organisation at the present time. Mr. Stern referred 
particularly to the failure of East End Jews to contribute their quota to 
the community's premier charitable institution, the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. He regarded it as a reflection on the public spirit of East 
End Jews to ignore their responsibility towards an institution, the 
activities of which meant so much for their poorer coreligionists in 
East London, and he felt that every Jew in the metropolis who was not a 
recipient of the Bcard’s bounty should be a contributor to its funds. He 
hoped it might be found possible to organise an active canvass in East 
London on behalt of the Board on the part of those who had volunteered 
their services, and he would commend this effort as one worthy of their 
first attention. 

A general discussion took place, and it was eventually resolved that 
the ladies and gentlemen present should enrol themselves as members of 
the East London Jewish Communal League for the purpose of enlisting 
the sympathies and active co-operation of their East End coreligionists 
in communal affairs. A provisional Committee was appointed, a

The Dearth of Voluntary Workers. 


DISCUSSION AT THE WEST END LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Miss NeETTIC ADLER, J. P., L. C. C., opened a discussion at the West 


End Literary Society on Sunday, on The Need for Voluntary Workers 
in Jewish Activities.” ‘ 

Mrs. M. A. SPIELMAN, who presided, said that the question under 
discussion was always before them. She remembered years ago, at a 
mecting of the Women’s Union, when Mrs. Nathaniel Cohen appealed for 
the same object, Miss Adler had been of the opinion that training was 
essential. Mrs. Cohen had agreed, bat said that the first thing was to get 
the worker. The difficulty nowadays was that “slumming” was no 
longer as fashionable as it used to be, but the great need for voluntary 
effort was more urgent than ever. : 

Miss ADLER said that she had already spoken on the subject at a 
meetiog at Hampstead. On this occasion she would specially refer to 
the needs of East Stepney, which the New West End Synagogue had 
taken under its care, and where they had appointed a most capable minister 
in the person of the Rev. D. Hirsch. It was perfectly true that once one 
had taken up voluntary work, there was no end to it. But it gave an 
increased interest to life and numberless opportunities of doing good. 
East Stepney was singularly lacking in social workers. People did 
not seem to mind to go to Whitechapel or Aldgate, but the short 
additional journey to East Stepney seemed to discourage them. And 
thus the numerous schools in Stepney the pupils of which to a very 
high percentage were Jewish, hai hardly a single Jewish representative 
on their care committees. She regarded the school as the real pivot of 
social activity. It was on these care committeesthat one would be able to 
got the very necessary training on which she laid such stress. She was 
afraid that many people were fiightened from them by the 
idea that they involved a good deal of routine red tape work. But that 
was not so. Routine work was the very smallest item of what they bad 
to do. In East Stepney, Rutlaud Strect School was the only 

school that had Jewish Care Committee workers. The excellent Jewish 
teachers, such as Miss Davis and iss Moses, would be only too happy to 
give all assistance to volunteers. Enquiry officers were also required on 
behalf of the Jewish branch of the Country Holiday Fund, for tho 
depression in trade would without doubt throw an additional burden on 
the Fund this year, and that would necessitate increased investigations. 
And this sort of work, bringing as it did the workers in contact 
with the families, was excellent training for the beginner. She 
would also like to appeal on behalf of the Stepney Company of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, for tho Company with which such names 
as Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel), and Leonard Stern were connected, 
had no commissioned officer. Other activities she would like to 
recommend were the Girls’ Clubs, the Apprenticeship Committee of the 
Board of Guardians, and, above all, the schools for mentally and physically 
defective children. The latter kind of work made a special appeal to 
many people. There was another branch of work where, if possible, the 
need for workers was more urgent than any other, and that was the 
supervision of the residental care of the mentally defective. Mr. Sol 
Cohen, inthe interview that appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
had referred to the crying need for a home for such girls, and she would 
like to emphasise that point. With the reference to tue training of 
voluntary workers, a splendid school was the Loan Committee of the 
Board of Guardians. She did not think the Board tookenough advantage 
of the assistance they could obtain from the school workers, who were 
so much in touch with the parents of the pupils, and who therefore were 
acquainted with their circumstances. She could assure them that whoever 
took up voluntary work wholeheartedly, and with sympathy and tact, 
would reap a rich reward, and would find that those whom they helped 
would become the best of friends and the most cheerful of comrades. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN said what was wanted was a Jewish minister 
in every district. It was in 1996 that he preached in the New West End 
Synagogue a sermon on Brotherhood, the very object which they were 
discussing that afternoon. He thanked the Synagogue for the help .they 
had given him in sending him so able a worker as Mr. Hirsch; but he 
poiated out that only one synagogue—and thit was the West London — 
had voted him a grant direct from its funds. 

Miss J. BERMAN made a strong appeal on behalf of the mentally 
defective children. If she were not a Jewess, she said, she would be an 
anti-Semite after what she had seen of the neglect with which these unfor- 
tunate children were treated. A proper Press campaign must be started, 
to drum into the mind of the Community the urgent need for voluutary 
workers in the East End. ; 

Miss IDA SAMUEL said she endorsed the remarks of the previous 
speaker. It was hard enougu for mothers of families to sifegaard their 
normal children. The difficulties of the defective were ten times greater. 
It was exaggerated by the fact that only the homes uader the control of 
the Metropolitan Asylums Board would accept Jewish children. A branch 
of activity she would like to appeal for was that of the scouts and guides. 

Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, J. P., said that it was most disquieting 
to reflect that there were no fresh recruits for communal work. 
What was wanted was an association on the lines of the Cavendish. 

Mr. M. A. SPIELMAN thought that the only real method of getting 
recruits was by personal influence. 

Miss L. HANDS said it was no use getting workers if one could not 
keep them. One must understand the individual psychology of each. 
She feared very much that when new workers came along the old hands 
did not trouble to understand them, did not make them welcome, and the 
natural result was that they were lost to the Community. 

The Rev. D. Hinson said he was doubtfal if a press campaign would 
be of much use. He was of theopinion that the way to get workers was 
by canvassing one’s own friends, to show them the work one was doing 
oneself, and find out what they really wanted todo. What was wanted 
above all training was tact and a sympathetic heart. The worker must 
help to build up the self-respect of the person he was helping. 

Miss ADLER briefly replied to the points raised. She emphasised 
the fact that people must not believe that the East End was a den of 
horrors;into which it was unsafe to enter. Voluntary workers were as 
safe there as in the West End. A great field of work was in the Continua- 
tion Schools, and she was proud to think that Whitechapel again led the 
way for record attendance. Over 5,000 children were attending volun- 
tarily, and it showed how changed the attitude of the employers had 
become. She strongly approved of Mr. Franklin's suggestion for the 
foundation of an Association on similar lines to the Cavendish. The 
Jewish members of Oxford and Cambridge, and the Jewish houses at 
Clifton and Cheltenham, had already taken up social work in the East 
End, but she thought there was a great source untapped at St. Paul’s and 
Westminster Schools.

SERIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION, 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at 
the offices of the Board. There were present: 

Mr. ARTHUR Street (President, in the chair), Mrs. A. Lesser, Miss Ida 
Samuel, the Rev. J. F. Stern, Messrs. M. Cash, Leonard L. Coben, A. E. 
Franklin, J. F., W. Harris, G. Lazarus, Leonard G. Montefiore, E. Morley, I. 
Seligman, L. Stephany, and P. 8. Waley. 

The PRESIDENT referred to the death of Mr. Michael Salomons, Clerk 
to the Loan Department. He said that Mr. Salomons had rendered 
excellent service to the Board for over 40 years, and they greatly regretted 
his death after a long and painful illness. 


THE ANNUAL APPEAL. 


The PRESIDENT made a statement on the result of the annnal appeal. 
He said that they bad received in promises and gifts £26,000. They 
would get an additional £1,000 when they reached £30,000, and a further 


£1,000 from Messrs. Rothschild when they got £40,000. Their deficit 


amounted to £26,729, so that they had not yet cleared it off. Moréover, 
they were having a very heavy year. They might anticipate 
an expenditure of £60,000 for next year. This year the Loan Committee 
were likely to come to the Board for funds, which they had not done for 
many years. He alinded to the difficulty of filling rotas and appealed to 
the members of the Board for further assistance in this connection. 

Mr. P. S. WALEY (Treasurer) said that next month he would present 
his annual review of the accounts, and he would not anticipate his 
statement; but it was quite obvious that unless there was a large 
increase in receipts they would end this year with a considerably 
larger deficit than they had last year. The latest statistics he had 
seen showed that they had four times the number of cases this 
year than they had last, and they were expending large sums in loans. 
The Loan Committee had a considerable sum in hand at the end of 1919. 
The whole of that had been lent and the Loan Committee were in 
debt to the Board to the extent of £1,000. -The demand for loans showed 
no signs of diminution, and it was impossible to say how much 
of the amount lent would be recoverable. A large proportion of the 
amount had been lent to discharged soldiers, and he feared that some of 
the capital would.disappear altogether. They still had a certam amount 
in hand belonging to the Industrial Department, but with the revival of 
trade they could expect a demand for apprentices, and that sum would 
also be exhausted for premiums. They still had a very heavy overdraft, 
and whereas they had last year received a considerable income from 
interest on deposit account, they now had to pay from five to six hundred 
pounds for accommodation from their bankers.

Founders’ Day at Stepney Schools. 
— — — 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. J. F. STERN. 

As the Jahrzeit of the late Marcus N. Adler, the first President of the 
Stepney Jewish Schools, fell on Sabbath last, the annual Founders’ Day 
celebration took place at the monthly chHdren’s service at the East 
Londo Synagogue, which was attended by a large number of the pupils 


of the school and the pupils of the Jewish Religious Education Board 
Classes held at the school. The Rev. J. F. Stern conducted the service 
and delivered the address. Thechoral parts of the service were rendered 
by the Synagogue chog, under the direction of Mr. B. Cousins, a former 
pupil of the school. 

In bis address based on the verse, “Come ye children, hearken unto 
me. I will teach you the fear ofthe Lord.” Mr. Stern said that although 


many things had changed in Stepney since he first knew it, one thing had. 


not changed. There had always. been good Jewish men and 
women who had interested themselves and found happiness in 
working for these schools. Sons and daughters had gladly taken 
the place of fathers and mothers who had grown old and passed 
away, so that there had been no break in the long line of workers who 
had followed those who first founded the schools more than half a 
century ago. Herbert Adler, their present President, followed his father, 
Marcus Adler, whose name would always be remembered when tne names 
of others were forgotten. Frank Samuel, their latest recruit, stepped 
into the breach when his father Nelson Samuel, a veteran worker, was 
called away less than a year ago. No institution in the community could 
boast such a fine record, such a. fine tradition of family service as their 
schools—Fanny Adler, Emma Adler, Benjamin Kisch, Myra Kisch, all mem- 
bers of the family of their first President and all workers for his and their 
schools. Some of these workers would never be forgotten, their name being 
associated with special prizes founded in the memory of those who held 
them in affection. So long as the schools existed there would be pupils 
who would be proud to receive the Michael Henry Scholarship and such 
special prizes as the Sarah Norden, the Susie Bentwich,the Denzil Myer, 
and Leonard Stcra Memorial Prizes. Many of their departed friends were 
as interested in the synagogue as they werein the school. 
Henry associated (himself with the erection of the synagogue for the 
sake of the boys who would go out from the school and who, he 
hoped, would become regular attendants at its services and be interested 
in the life of their community. Henry Hymans, who followed Michael 
Henry as Hon. Secretary of the schools, was another who worked both for 
the synagogue and the school; he was one of the founders of the syna- 
gogue and its first Warden. William Ashe Payne, although not a Jew, 
was never absent from that synagogue when one of his Stepney boys was 
Barmitzvah there, and he was as anxious as any Jew that his bos 
should grow up to be good Jews as well as good Englishmen. Ashe Payne 
would have been proud to see his successor in the headmastership 
occupying, too, the position of Warden of the synagogue, and so linking 
together the school and the schule in a way so real and so happily in 
accordance with Jewish tradition. Mr. Stern concluded his address with 
a memorial prayer, in which the children joined.— {COMMUNICATED.!

East London Communal League. 


The Rev. J. F. Sterm presided last Saturday evening ata meeting 
convened by him at the East London Synagogue of the ladies aud gentle 
men who had responded to his recent appeal for communal workers in 
East London. The meeting was attended by over forty ladies and 
gentlemen. The Rev. J. F. Stern mentioned that forty replies from resi- 
dents in East London and nine from residents in the suburbs had 
been received. He explained the activities of the League, which had 
been associated with his synagogue for many years, and urged the 
necessity for such an organisation at the present time. Mr. Stern referred 
particularly to the failure of East End Jews to contribute their quota to 
the community's premier charitable institution, the Jewish Board of

DISCUSSION AT THE WEST END LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Miss NETTIE ADLER, J. P., L. C. C., opened a discussion at the West. 


End Literary Society on Sunday, on “The Need for Voluntary Workers 
in Jewish Activities,” 

Mrs. M. A. SPIELMAN, who presided, said that the question under 
discussion was always before them. She remembered years ago, at a 
meeting of the Women’s Union, when Mrs. Nathaniel Cohen appealed for 
the samo object, Miss Adler had been of the opinion that training was 
essential. Mrs. Cohen had agreed, but said that the first thing was to get 
the worker. The difficulty nowadays was that “slumming” was no 
longer as fashionable as it used to be, but the great need for voluntary 
effort was more urgent than ever. 

Miss ADLER said that she had already spoken on the subject at a 
meetiog at Hampstead. On this occasion she would specially refer to 
the needs of East Stepney, which the New West End Synagogue had 
taken under its care, and where they had appointed a most capable minister 
in the person of the Rev. D. Hirsch. It was perfectly true that once one. 
had taken up voluntary work, there was no end to it. But it gave an 
increased interest to life and numberless opportunities of doing good. 
East Stepney was singularly lacking in social workers. People did 
not seem to mind to go to Whitechapel or Aldgate, but the short 
additional journey to East Stepney scemed to discourage them. And 
thus the numerous schools in Stepney the pupils of which to a very 
high percentage were Jewish, hai hardly a single Jewish representative 
on their care committees. She regarded the school as the real pivot of 
social activity. It was on these care committees that one would be able to 
get the very necessary training on which she laid such stress. She was 
afraid that many people were fiightened from them by the 
idea that they involved a good deal of routine red tape work. But that 
was not so. Routine work was the very smallest item of what they bad 
to do. In East Stepney, Rutland Strect School was the only 
school that had Jewish Care Committee workers. The excellent Jewish 
teachers, such as Miss Davis and iss Moses, would be only too happy to 
five all assistance to volunteers. Enquiry officers were also required on 
behalf of the Jewish branch of the Country Holiday Fund, for the 
depression in trade would without doubt throw an additional barden on 
the Fund this year, and that would necessitate increased investigations. 
And this sort of work, bringing as it did the workers in contact 
with the families, was excellent training for the beginner. She 
would also like to appeal on behalf of the Stepney Company of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, for the Company with which such names 
as Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel, and Leonard Stern were connected, 
had no commissioned officer. Other activities she would like to 
recommend were the Girls’ Clubs, the Apprenticeship Committee of the 
Board of Guardians, and, above all, the schools for mentally and physically 
defective children. The latter kind of work made a special appeal to 
many people. There was another branch of work where, if possible, the 
need for workers was more urgent than any other, and that was the 
supervision of the residental care of the mentally defective. Mr. Sol 
Cohen, inthe interview that appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
had referred to the crying need for a home for such girls, and she would 
like to emphasise that point. With the reference to the training of 
voluntary workers, a splendid school was the Loan Committee of the 
Board of Guardians. She did not think the Board teokenouch advantage 
of the assistance.they could obtain from the school workers, who were 


so much in touch with the parents of the pupils, and who therefore were 


acquainted with their circumstances. She could assure them that whoever 
took up voluntary work wholeheartedly, and with sympathy and tact, 
would reap a rich reward, and would find that those whom they helped 
would become the best of friends and the most cheerful of comrades. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN said what was wanted was a Jewish minister 
in every district. It was in 1906 that he preached in the New West End 
Synagogue a sermon on Brotherhood,” the very object which they were 
discussing that afternoon. He thanked the Synagogue for the help they 
had given him in sending him so able a worker as Mr. Hirsch; but be 
poiated out that only one synagogue—-and thit was the West London — 
had voted hima grant direct from its funds. 

Miss J. BERMAN made a strong appeal on behalf of the mentally 
defective children. If she were not a Jewess, she said, she would be an 
anti-Semite after what she had seen of the neglect with which these unfor- 
tunate children were treated. A proper Press campaign must be started, 
to drum into the mind of the Commuuity the urgent need for voluntary 
workers in the East End. 

Miss IDA SAMUEL said she endorsed the remarks of the previous 
speaker. It was hard enougu for mothers of families to safeguard their 
normalchildren. The difficulties of the defective were ten times greater. 
It was exaggerated by the fact that only the homes uader the control of 
the Metropolitan Asylums Board would accept Jewish children. A branch 
of activity she would like to appeal for was that of the scouts and guides. 
| Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, J. P., said that it was most disquieting 
to reflect that there were no fresh recruits for communal work. 
What was wanted was an association on the lincs of the Cavendish. 

Mr. M..A. SPIELMAN thought that the only real method of getting 
recruits was by personal influence. 

Miss L. HANDS said it was no use getting workers if one could not 
keep them. One must understand the individual psychology of each. 
She feared very much that when new workcrs came along the old hands 
did not trouble to understand them, did not make them welcome, and the 
natural result was that they were lost to the Commupni'y. 

The Rev. D. Hrrscu said he was doubtfal if a press campaign would 
be of much use. He was of the opinion that the way to get workers was 
by canvassing one’s own friends, to show them the work one was doing 
oneself, and find out what they really wanted todo. What was wanted 
above all training was tact and a sympathetic heart. The worker must 


, help to build up the self-respect of the person he was helping. 


Miss ADLER briefly replied to the points raised. She emyhasised 
the fact that people must not believe that the East End was a den of 
horrors;inte which it was unsafe to enter. Voluntary workers were as 
safe there as in the West End. A great field of work was in the Continna- 
tion Schools, and she was proud to think that Whitechapel again led the 
way for record attendance. Over 5,000 children were attending volun- 
tarily, and it showed how changed the attitude of the employers had 


become. She strongly approved of Mr. Franklin's suggestion for the 


foundation of an Association on similar lines to the Cavendish. The

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


LXVIII. SOME WARDENS I HAVE MET. 
My Dran CousIN, 


You may vo interested to know that I was sounded the other day @s 
to the possibility of allowing myself to be nominated for the office of 
Warden in our Synagogue, and this set me thinking on the duties and 
privileges of Synagogue Wardens. It seems to me that the ideal Warden 
should be as learned in the Law asthe Minister of his congregaton, and 
from my reading of Jewish history I am under the impression that in 
olden days the Warden could argue with the Rabbi on many a knotty 
Din, and knew as much of the customs and practices of the Synagogue 
as the spiritual head of the community. 

If this is the ideal, we in this country appear to-day to have fallen far 
below it. There may be some Wardens who still possess knowledge, and 
who know what to do in all the emergencies of their office. But the great 
majority, alas, are not of this type; their qualification seems to be 
merely a commercial or a financial one. They are successful business 
men, prosperous baal-habatim. One such in pyrticular I recall, a worthy 
man, the father of a large family, characterised by all the virtues 
associated with the Jewish home, charitablo to the poor, but intensely 
ignorant. Of Hebrew he knew the cloments and could just read; probably 
in a vague sort of way he could follow the meaning of the weekly lessons 
in the synagogue, Lut that was about all. Of Jewish history, Jewish 
literature, aud Jewish ideais, he knew nothing. But the worst of it was 
that he could not even speak the King's Euglish correctly, and in bis 
misuse of words ho outdid Mrs. Malaprop. Yet he cut a dignified 
figure in the Wardens’ box, was kindly to al men, respectful to the 
Minister, and was assured of the goodwill «f his fellow members, who 
re-elected him several years in succession, satisfied that he was serving 
the congr¢ gation well. 

1 have often asked myself what is the attraction of the position of 
Warden for an average man of this kind, and I have come to the conciu- 
sion that it furnishes an opportunity for the desirc that most men have— 
to wit, the excrcise of powcr. Some tule empires, others are content to 
be Ministers of State, others, egen, are cntusiastic militarists because 
they can command men and be obeyed. Ihave no doubt that many men 
who fill the office cf Warden are actuated by some such motive as this. 
Otherwise it would be diMicult to account for the almost magnetic attrac- 
tion which it has for some meu. Nor should women’s influence be left 
out ot account. I believe many a man’s wifo urges him to become a 
Wat den, an! I have heard of one lady who actually fainted when she 
heard that her husband had not been elceted. 

I recall another man who, like a leech, simply clung to the office, 
who plotted to ba re-clected every year, and spent money in charity, in 
camouflaged bribery, in sclf-advertisement, only to be allowed to remain 
where he was. And would you believe it, when be left his provincial 
city to settle in London, the Mecca of all opulent provincial Jews, 
even then he would not sever his conncction with his former 
office, and from time to time he visited the scene of his triumphs 
to lord it once more as the head cf the congregation, once more to be the 
cynosure of all eyes. Of other distinctions he had absolutely none; here 
he could shine. Far be it from me to suggest that he was an incompetent 
Warden. On the contrary, his voice was loudest in the consideration of 
the qucstion of the cngagement of a new 


singer and another. Moreover, it was very pleasing to reccive the homage 
of the congregation when bis daugher was married, to say nothing of the 
silver Kiddush cup, suitably inscribed, which was presented to his son- 
in-law. 

There is yet a third Warden I can recall, a man of modest demeanour, 
with a fund of common-sense which always stood him in good stead, who 
loved nothing better than to preside at meetings. In communicative 
moments he would tell you proudly that he had been Warden of his 
synagogue for so many years in succession; and it gave him obvious 
satisfaction that his desire for presidencies was satisficd by his being 
chosen President of quite a number of communal institutions. It must 


be admitted that he regarded his office seriously. He never missed a 


service, he was never lato, and his dovotion was exemplary. There is 


veader; for being a respected - 
supporter of the music hall, he thought he was ablé to judge between one

little doubt that the man I have in mind is one of the best types produced 
by this community of ours in the present year of grace. 

In large communities the dignity of the office of Warden suffers some 
diminution from the fact that there may be mare than one Warden in the 
town. The more synagogues, the more Wardens, and this competition has 
“the healthy result of raising the standard of duties connected with the 
office. The conduct of the best man becomes the aspiration of the 
others, and this is all to the good. But in a small town where there is 
only one exngregation, and therefore only one Warden, you may study 
the psychology of the tyrant. At the meetings of the Council the Warden 
is a petty tyrant; where the minister of the congregation is concerned 
his tyranny is on a magnificent sue. The great man in the box is so 
puffed up with his dignity that for the monient he thinks himself an 
authority on the personal conduct of the minister, on the conduct of the 
tainister’s wife, on the conduct of the minister's children, and even on the 
quality of the minister's sermons. He may not be aware of it, but his 
treatment of the minister is very much akin to his treatinent of his shop 
foreman. 

I think it might be 4 good rule to make the office of Warden of annual 
duration. For one thing, everybody could have a turn; for another, if a 
man iaclined to be a tyrant, his tyranny cou'd not last more than twelve 
months. Another suggestion that I have long had in mind is that 
cecasionally quite a young man should be elected to the office. Make 
him a junior warden if you like, but give him responsibility. That would 
encourage the attendance of young men at the synagogue services, and 
the interest which such a janior warden would inevitably feel in the affairs 
of his own congregation would be bound to spread to general communal 
problems. I be'ieve this practice was actually adopted at the Upper 
Berkcley Street Synagogue,in London. I knowof one or two instances where 
quite young and urmarried men were chosen for the positionof Wardens. 
In this I think Berkeley Steeet was setting a good example to the rest of 
the community. I do not remember a similar case elsewhere. It 
has always seemed to me cne of the obvious experiments worth trying, 
in order to gencrate the enthusiasm of our younger folk in Synagogue 
affiirs. Tho Literary Society is all very well; it does good work and 
undoubtedly has a place in communal life. But I would not be content 
with the L’terary Society. I would always havea young man in the “ box.” 
There is no principle so sound as that which declares that to give each 
member of a community a definite piece of work to do, is the surest way 
of stirring the interest and attention of every individual in the group, 

Another idea that has often crossed my mind is that we require not 
merely a training school forthe Ministry, but also one forthe future Wardens 
of the Community. If only the standard of qualification for the Warden- 
ship were high enough, the ambitious would begin preparing to reach it. 
A Jews’ Colicege, either the old College or the new one of our fondest 
imaginings, onght to provide a special department where laymen will 
learn the meaning of Ju laism in all its aspects, and as students in the 
common pursuit of the knowledge of things Jewish will mix with the future 
spiritual leaders, For my own part I should like to limit the candidature 


to people who hold the degree of Hatara. In an ideal state many Jews 


would have passed the examination to attain to this degree of knowledge. 
Some would bo ministers of religion, others would be laymen; and from 
among the latter the community would choose its Wardens. 
the War Memorial will help us on the road towards this goal. 

All these considerations make it somewhat difficult for me to arrive 
at a decision as to whether or not [ should accept the invitation to be 
nomitated forthe office of Warden. Perhaps my first inclination torefuse 
will give place to a sense of duty. After all, we owe a duty to the com- 
munity, and evenif some undesirable people do sit in the Warden's box,“ 
no man should stand aside on that account if his fellow Jews call him. 
Julaism stresses the utmost importance of social duties, and these, 
as it seems to me, should actuate a man’s decisions ia all matters.

WINTER VEGETABLES. 


Vegetables in England are not regarded with sufficient importance. 
Butcher's meat generally comes first to the mind of the average house- 
keeper. But there would be many less doctor's bills if vegetables and fruit 


were used moro liberally, and a smaller amount of meat and fish included 
in the dict. 


STEWED CARROTS AND TURNIPS. 


REQUIRED: Carrots, 2 lbs.; turnips, 2 lbs.; dripping, two table- 
spoonsful; flour, two teaspoonsful; water, ono breakfast cup; * 
pepper, and chopped parsley. 


METHOD: Peel and wash the vegetables, and cut them into small 
Melt the dripping in a stew-pan and toss the vegetables in it, stir in the 
Mur and a breakfast-cup of boiling water. Season to taste. Put the cover 
on the pau and let simmer gently till the vegetables are tender—about 
two hours. Tarn ont into a hot dish and sprinkle a little parsicy on top 
before serving. 


STEWED BEETROOT. 
REQUIRED: 2 beetroots; 2 onious; dripping, 1 tablespoonfal; flour, 
1 teaspoonful; red wine, half a tea cup. 

METHOD.—Peel the raw beetroots and cut in very thin slices. Peel 
and slice the onions. Melt the dripping in a saucepan, put in the beet- 
roots and onion and a teacup of water, cover the pan closely and let simmer 
very gently for 3 hours. Then add the flour, salt and pepper, and stir 
gently until the sauce thickens. Remove the pan from the fire, add the 
wine, replace on the side of the stove where it will keep hot without 
boiling for another hour. 

N.B.—This dish is especially good served with white meat, anon as 
veal or chicken. 


FRICASSEE OF WHITE VEGETABLES. 
REQUIRED.—Four turnips; 1 head of celery; 6 large potatoes; flour 
1 teaspoonful ; butter 1 tablespoonful ; milk 1 teacup; mixed spice. 
METHOD.— Peel the turnips and cut into small cubes; wash the celery 
and cut it into rings; peel the potatoes and quarter them. Meit the 
butter in a stewpan, add the turnips and celery. Toss them in the butter 
until they are well covered, but do not let them brown. Stir in a piled tea- 
spoonful of flour and half a pint of boiling water. Keep stirring until the 
sauce thickens, then cover the pan and let simmer for one hour. Now 
put ic the potatoes and let simmer for one hgur more. Just before serving 
stir tn a teacup of boiling milk and an ample pinch of mixed spice. 
N.B.—This is an excellent supper dish, to be served when there is no 
meat included in the menu.

PRESS COMMENTS. 


The draft of the Palestine Mandate, which was published for 
the first time in the last issue of the JEWi:. A CHRONICLE, was repro- 
duced at greater or less length in almost the whole of the Press of 
The JEWISH, CHRONICLE was the recipient of wide- 
spread expressions of congratulation upon being. the first to make 
public the terms of the vitally important document. They were 
cabled abroad and to America, where they were given considerable 
prominence to. Among the more important English papers the 
Daily Telegraph was almost alone in ignoring it. Several papers 
made editorial comments upon the Mandate, to which the leading 
article in the present issue is devoted. From the general press we 
cull the following: 


“THE TIMES.” 
The terms of the Palestine Mandate, which we publish to-day, have 
notoriously been pulled about a great deal, but in their final form they 
lay down conditions that are necessary for the liberty and progress of the 


country and for the satisfaction of Mr. Balfour's promise that Palestine 


should be a national home for the Jews. The phrase “national home” 
has never seemed to us a happy one; for, whereas some—ourseives 
among the number—bave interpreted it as meaning that the Palestinian 
nation, while being an amalgam of different races and creeds, 
should be one that the Jew will some day be able to call 
his own, others have interpreted the promise much more narrowly. The 
Mandate repeats the phrase without defining it; but, on the whole, and 
despite the criticisms of the JEWISH CHRONICL®, it scems to us to incline 
to the wider and more generous view. At speaksin the preamble of the 
“historical connection of Jewry with Palestice, and of “ reconstructing ~ 
a national home for Jews there; and in later clauses it recognises the 
Zionist Organisation, “so long as its organisation and constitution are 
appropriate,” asa body that should advise and co-operate with the Govern- 
ment on all matters affecting Jewish interests in the country, and particu- 
larly in the Department of Public Works. The definition of the political 
rights and duties of this advisory body is drawn with reasonable latitude. 
and the clause dealing with public works is particularly important, becanse 
Jewish brains and money expended in the improvement of this sadly 
neglected estate are likely to be the best cement of the new Palestinian 
nationality. The view which regards the Jews as mere suppliants of 
privilege clamouring cmpty-handed at the gates, is both unjust and short- 
sighted. On the contrary, they bring many gifts. It is no small thing to 
strike the imagination of a race so able and so widely diffused as the 


Jews, and the British Government will depend almost entirely on the 


Zionist Organisation to interpret our message and discipline enthusiasm 
into practical channels. We want Palestine to become a nation. because 
only so will it be able to stand alone, and without the help of the Jews 
there can be no nation there. To the Arabs, too, the Jew brings the 
gifts of money and brains such as served them before in the days of their 
political greatness. There are ample provisions in the Mandate for the 
protection of all existing rights and for absolute equality between races 
and creeds, and the Arab who agrees to be a Palestinian first and an 
Arab second will have his full share in the prosperity of the country and 
in whatever political distinction it may achieve. He will be unwise if he 
allows himself to be used for their own purposes by anti-Semites in this 
or inany other country. 

Between Mesopotamia and Palestine there is a very great difference. 
Both are at present a burden on the Exchequer, but in the case of Pales. 
tine the burden is very much lighter, and there isa good prospect of early 
relief. The clause of the Mandate providing for the voluntary enlistment 
of local froops will be noted with approval. Palestine again, unlike 
Mesopotamia, is at no point far from the sea, and its land frontiers are 
short and not difficult to protect. For obvious reasons we can reasonabiy 
show more patience in Palestine than could reasonably be expected of us 
At the same time, we must steadily keep before us the 
ideal of a Palestine that will be able to stand alone and protect itself and 
work steadily to that end. There is no way to success except in a wise 
policy of Jewish immigration, which by union with the Arabs will forma 
strong Palestinian nationality, and it is one of the defects of the Mandate 


that this ambition of a future Commonwealth in Palestine is not expressly 


avowed. 


“MORNING. POST.” 

The Vorning Fos headed its leader The Jewish Mandate.” and said 

in part: It is only fair to say that the draft prepared by the British 
Delegation of the Mandate for Palestine, the text of which we publish 
to-day, meets many of the objections which have been raised by those 
who, in the interests of other races, fear the creation of a Jewish National 
Home. Elaborate precantions have been taken to carry out the wish 
expressed in the preamble “that nothing should be done which might 
prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine,” and, according to the terms of the Mandate. 
the only privileges to be accorded to the Jews are the facilitating of 
Jewish immigration and the creation of an appropriate Jewish agency“ 
which is to co-operate with the Administration in matters affecting Jewry. 
We notice that the extreme Zionists are disappointed with the 
mandatory draft. The JEWISH CHRONICLE, for instance, expresses some 
doubt as to whether it serves as a fair working basis for the establishment 
ofa Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine — a Commonwealth as Jewish 
as England is English.” 
porary that this is an unattainable ideal, because England is composed 
nminly of Englishmen, while about eighty per cent. of the inhabitants of 
Palestine belong to non-Jewish races. Really, majorities have their rights 
as well as minorities. It is clear, however, from such criticisms that the 
publication of the Mandate will tend to widen the differences and divisions 
which already beset Jewry. Many Jews, particularly those who are 
proud of their British citizenship, and amply deserve to enjoy its privileges 
will not, we imagine, be over eager to acquire that “ Palestinian 
citizenship” which is going to be drawn up by the Administration. It 
is, indeed, quite possible that a somewhat undesirable stream of Jewish 
immigration may fow towards the new Zion. for those Jews who are 
content with their present nationality will not be willing to exchange or 
modify it in favour of a new and somewhat unsatisfactory birthright. 
The proposed settlement shows how justified were those Jews who have 
deplored the wild ambitions and fantastic dreams of their more unbalanced

The Daily News, after criticising the methods in which both the 
Mesopotamian and Palestine Mandates were allowed to be made public, 
declares that the terms, as a whole, “do credit to the British Govern- 
ment, which is responsible for both of them.” 


“DAILY EXPRESS.” 


The Dally Exrpresa, in the course of a note, said: We now learn, by 
the publication of the proposed terms of the Mandate, how great are the 
burdens which this country is expected to shoulder in Palestine. They 
fall upon us ata time when we are crushed by taxation, oppressed by 
restricted trade and widespread unemployment, forced to face the fact 
that the war has left us loaded with debt and difficulty. There is no 
reason why Britain should pour out resources needed for the reconstruc- 
tion of Britain and the preservation of the Britich Empire, in arid wastes 
of the Middle East. : 


“DAILY MAIL.” 


The Daily Mail described the Mandate as another instance of 
Passing the buck,” a term used in the game of poker, denoting a marker 
passed on by the dealer—which it declared was “ being practised at home 
at the expense of the people who have to pay the tax burden resulting 
from our useless mandates.” 


A CHALLENGE TO JEWRY. 


The Jewish World, after commenting on the shortcomings, as well as 
the favourable possibilities of the Mandate, says under the above 
caption :— 

The sum of the whole matter of the Mandate is that there is now 
placed upon the Jewish people the burden and responsibility of a gigantic 
task. That burden and that responsibility are, to be sure, those of the 
Jewish Nationalist first. But no sonof Israel, wherever he may be, what- 
ever his circumstances or his views or opinions, can righteously escape 
responsibility. Ifany large number of our people come toregard the great 
act thatis aboutto be effected by the League of Nations as not their own 
concern, but the concern of some other Jews with whom, perhaps, they 
are in sympathy. and perbaps not, then we have no hesitation in saying 
that there will be sown for the Jewish people at large a crop of evil, 
the results of which cannot be adequately realised, and about which, 
indeed, we shrink from giving a thonght. The Mandate is a challenge to 
Jewry. a call to every one of us. But if the responsibility it imposes rests 
upon one body of Jews more than upon another, it is upon those whe 
inhabit this blessed country which by the hand of Mr. Balfour first pointed 
the way to the manumission of the Jew from his political exile of centuries. 
pon the Jews of the British Empire in particular, and next upon the 
English-speaking Jews of the great American Jewry, because they are 
English-speaking, is the foremost responsibility. But, as we say, there 
is no Jew, wherever he may be, who is not now called upon to jastify 
his existence as Jew, to justify his prayers for the restoration of our 
people to their national being and the aspirations to which he gives 
expression in the most sacred moments of his existence—to justify the 
position to which he clings with historic tenacity as one of the great 
brotherhood of Israel. With matchless fidelity and supreme devotion, 
our people for two thousand years have honoured this heritage while 
politically exiled in the diaspora. Pray God, now that the opportunity 
is opening for them to justify it, by a reincarnated National being, in its 
supreme meaning, they will not fail.

“LIVERPOOL COURIER.” 


The ee Courier, after summarising the provisions of the Man- 
date in an editorial, goes on to say: These are the salient clements of 
the dratt, so far as they specially relate to the Mau late in question. The 
whole document seems most eminently reasonable and fair to all parties. 
If anything, it does not go as far as some of the speeches made by those 
associated with the Government might have led Zionists not unjustly to 
expect. It bends the bow, to correct the balance towards the appre- 
hensions of those who have feared that their status quo in Palestine 
might be prejudiced. On the Other, hand, the Jewish Nationalists 
have scored a great victory over thé minority element in the Jewish 
community, which has persistently deniei the possibility of the 
attribute of nationhood to the Jewish people to-day. There has 
recently been a certain amount of hedging by Jewish anti-Zionists on the 
question of Jewish nationality, and they have endeavoured to limit the 
appellation to Jewish Palestinians of what they please to call the new 
Palestine. The Mandate clearly shows that the basis of the right toa 
Jewish National Home in Palestine is to be found in tne Jewish 
nationality associated with the Old Palestine, and while nothing in the 
new developments can alienate the citizen rights of individual Jews in 
the States where they dwell, the national home of Jewry as a people will 


be the ancient homeland of Palestine. 


The Mandate throws the burden of creating a Jewish Commonwealth 
upon Jewry itself. If Jewry the world over is true to its historic ideals 
of national restoration and its prophetic visions of human brotherhood, 
it will create of its own energy a de facto Jewish State where those of 
all people and faiths can live peaceably and iu full concord. That of 
itself will be the best conferment of a “de jure” Commonwealth 
associated with Israel, whose Psalmist bade us remember “ How 
good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.” It stirs the imagination and inspires with a sense of pride to 
know that Britain's acceptance of this memorable Mandate is looked 
upon with heartfelt gratitude and confidence by one of the most sorely 
tried of peoples. Both Britain and Jewry have a great opportunity, and 
Well may the hope be expressed that upon this great foundation a super- 


structure shall be built, harmonious in all its parts and full worthy of the 
builders. 


“LIVERPOOL DAILY POST.” 


The Liverpool Daily Post and Mercury of Monday last published an 
article by ‘a correspondent” under the caption of The Palestine Man- 
date, an old National Wrong Righted.” It states in part: The Palestine 
Mandate, extracts of which appeared in Saturday's Post and Mercury, 
is, on the whole, most likely to prove a satisfactory document. When 
there is division of opinion, and each element praises a political act, 
regarding it as a victory over the other, it is some evidence that the 
golden mean has been attained; and the Zionist sees in the preamble, 
and in both the spirit and the letter of the several clauses, the emphatic 
and explicit international recognition of Jewish nationhood. 

It is in this latter particular, and in the recognition of the 
Zionist organisation as the appropriate Jewish agency for aiding 
the Mandatory in its objective, that Zionism has secured its greatest 
triumph, and if it may be urged that limitations and provisos abound 
restrictive of anything prejudicial to non-Jewish elements, these may 
be regarded as translations into legal language of that which every 
worthy Jewish Nationalist would wish, for we know from the Hebrew 
Scriptures that Israel was taught, and we know 
history that Israel has learned, the lesson of mutual toleration. 
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If Britain is to help Palestine to become what it ought to become—a land 
which should serve as a model State to the world—the Jews are the one 
people withthe national enthusiasm, the energy, and the resources to aid 
her in her task. If there are any Jewish anti-Zionists left, it would 
be well for them to consider that the days of destructive criticism are 
over, and the era of reconstruction has arrived. In the past the furthest 
they would go, in the words of a well-known manifesto issued in 1917, 
was to offer no objection against “a local Jewish nationality” in Pales- 
tine, but they protested against the contention that the Jews were “a 
homeless nationality, for which a political centre and an always amicable 
homeland in Palestine are necessary.” 

What the Mandate does is to confer upon the decentred nationhood 
of Jewry a national home in Palestine, which, while not the national 
home legally of individual Jews everywhere, is the “ legally- secured and 
publicly-recoguised” national home of the people from which Jewish 
individuals are sprung. This is only righting one of the oldest of national 
wrongs, and perhaps the more ardent of Zionists may not unfairly urge 
that enormous economic responsibilities are thrown upon Jewry before a 
fully-developed national home becomes an accomplished fact. 


“WESTERN MORNING NEWS AND MERCURY.” 

The Western Morning News and Mercury in an editorial on the 
Mandate in its issue of Monday last says: There is a certain sentimental 
attraction in the idea of establishing in Palestine a National Home for 
the Jewish people,” under the protection of the powerful British flag, 
but why Englishman should be cxpected to provide either troops or 
money to further this end is another question altogether. The 
Zionist Organisation is specifically named as an appropriate Jewish 
agency Which is to “advise and co-operate” with the administration ef 
the Mandatory in matters economic, social, and otherwise needed to the 
establishment of the Jewish National Home and the interests of the 
Jewish population in Palestine, and if the general experience of the 
energy and ability of the Jewish race is not at fault, it may be predicted 
with some confidence that the Zionists would soon manage to direct 
the entire administration. This might or might not conduce to 
pacific relations with Palestine’s neighbours, but in view of the 
fact that Palestine must of necessity be surrounded by Arab popula- 
tions, fiercely Mahommedan and especially inimical to the Jews, 
it is more than probable that trouble would arise out of which 
the Mandatory, in other words the British Army, would be expected to 
rescue the Palestinian Administration. The whole scheme, in fact, involves 
the British Government and nation in unlimited responsibilities, and does 
not even ensure a guarantee upon the part of the Jews in England or else- 
where, who possess between them so disproportionately large a share of 
the wealth of the world, to defray the costs to which the Government of 
this country would be put in carrying out the Mandate under the League 
of Nations. Most Englishmen, we fancy, in face of such a scheme as 


this, will be inclined to echo Lord Melbourne's famous phrase: Why 


can'tyouletitalone?” lu any case, the document, before.being accepted 
by the British Government, ought to be cxhaustively examined and 
discussed in the British Parliament, and in that cise, in the present 
state of feeling with regard to external commitments, we question very 
much whether the Mandate would not be emphatically deciined. 


“YORKSHIRE EVENING POST.” 

The Yorkshire Evening Post, in a leader entitled “The Future of 
Palestine” in its issue of the 5th inst., after referring to the position 
‘Palestine occupies, not only with the Jewish, but also in the Christian 
and Mahommedan religions, goes on to say: The centre of gravity of the 
world’s empires has changed since the days when Palestine lay right in 
the pith of contending forces of Egypt and Assyria, and was alternately 
a pawnin their game and a cockpit in which their struggles for supremacy 
were waged. Other States, therefore, are not likely to look upon it with 
covetous eyes. Still, it has problems of its own. The Arabsare largely in 
possession. The Jews, inspired by the teaching of their prophets, have 
ever looked forward to the day of their return to their ancient land. 
They cannot, however, return as in the ancient days, and drive out the 
other races. Even if they wished to do so, the terms of the Mandate 
Would forbid it. They are, however, to occupy a special position with a 
view to the reconstruction of that “National Home” promised to 
them by Mr. Balfour. The Zionist Organisation is to assist the 
Government in the development of the country. That should help 
to make Palestine ere long self-supporting. In the meantime, the 
burden on the British taxpayer is not likely to be heavy. Tolerance 
there must be on all sides, aud a recognition of accomp ished facts. But 
the Jew and the Arab are of the same stock, and the Jew and the Moslem 
have lived amicably together in times past. Will they do so now’? On 
that depends the future of Palestine. 


THE AMERICAN PRESS. 


Practically the entire Press of New York publishes the text of the 
Palestinian Mandate, and comments on its contents. In most cases, 
editorial opinion is to the effect that the terms of the Mandate are 
unsatisfactory and unfavourable. 

The New York Times declares that the Mandate leaves no room for 
doubt that the League has not set up a Jewish State in Palestine. All 
that it speaks of is a “self-governing institution,” without the slightest 
indication of the possibility of Palestine developing into an independent 
Jewish Commonwealth. 

The Socialist paper, the Call, goes even farther, and declares that 
the Mandate creates conditions in Palestine whereby the Jews will be 
merely exploited. 

The New York Tribune comments on the subject in a far more opti- 
mistic vein. The Mandate, it says, will give the Jewish people the 
opportunity for a free development of their forces, so that by a strong 
Jewish immigration they will be enabled to build up a Jewish Homeland 
in Palestine. 

The New York JVorid fears that great difficulties are ahead. It gives 
a critical survey of the relations between Jews and Arabs, and expresses 
some anxiety that they are likely to become more and more strained.

In the portion of the Law for this Sabbath, there is ordained the 
erection of the Tabernacle with its four chief constituent features—the 
ark, the altar, the table, and the candlestick. These four objects may be 
considered in connection with the four things of which Rabbi. Simeor 
speaks. The ark represents the crown of the law, the altar that oi 
the priesthood; the crown of government is symbolised by the 
table, and that of a good name by the candlestick.* These ancient 
features of worship bave passed away; the Tabernacle is no more, and 
gone is the Temple; but they are represented to-day by the temple of 
religion which each man builds for himself. In carrying out his religious 
duties there are four crowns of merit after which a man should strive, four 
objects for which he should labour. He needs (1) to study God's law; (2) 
to serve at God's altar; (3) to exercise self-control; (4) to practise good 
works. 

I. 

The ark of the Tabernacle contained the tables of the law; and the 
crown of the law is the first of the four crowns by which life is dignified. 
The study of God's word is the foundation of all religion, for only thereby 
can our eyes be enlightened to discern between good and evil. WY 7S 
ATH MIT HON. True morality is only to be found in the words of the 
Law.“ We may imagine ourselves to be independent of such authority; 
but let us endeavour to shape our morality withont. it, and 
into what mazes of confusion we are led! Without the guid- 
anca of God's law, how apt we are to substitute for what 
we must do what we desire to do! And how lacking in inspiration are 
the ordinary treatises on ethics which rely for their authority on mere 
reasoning! Their appeal is entirely to the intellect; the heart is in no 
wise moved. But how different is the effect on the emotions of the study 
of God's liw! There is a persuasivencss in the divine voice which 


arouses all our enthusiasm for good. Great is the study of the Law, 


for it leads to good deeds.“ “ How poor a substitute is human wisdom 

for the divine! It is as the prophet Isaiah proclaims: “All fiash 

is grass, and all the goodliness thereof is as the flower of the fleld. The 

grass withereth, the flower fadeth, but the word of our God shall stand 

for ever.“ : 
II. 

The altar, at which the priest serves, corresponds to the crown of 
priesthood. All who serve God with a faithful heart merit to wear 
this crown and to be called priests of the Most High. In this sense Israel 
is said to be “a kingdom of priests and a holy nation,” for he is called to 
God's service. What does such service imply? An intense love of God 
to which every other interest must be readily sacrificed—the love which 
says to father and mother, brother aud chiid, I have not known them” 
(Deuteronomy xxxiii., 20). Bat a love, also, which embraces the love of 
one’s fellow-creatures ; for the priest has to personate in his character 
the love of all humanity. It is in such a spirit of love that the priest. 
blesses the people. He serves God with perfect contentment, 
and ‘God gives him Ilis covenant of peace.’ (Numbers xxv. 12). And 
the duty of the priest is to teach others and inspire others by his 
enthusiasm.! Enthusiasm, peaceableness, contentment, the love of God 
and humanity—these are elements in the service of God rendered by the 
priest who is worthy of his vocation, 


III. 

The crown of government is symbolised by the table of shewbread. It 
is a government which is manifested by ruling over oneself; it is the crown 
of self-control. “He who ruleth over himself is mightier than he who 
taketh a city.” And when we sit at table—that is just one of the occa- 
sions on which we may fittingly exhibit the quality of self-cohtrol 
Jews, in pirticular, are exhorted to self-control in matters of meat 
and drink, for there are so many thiogs of which they may not partake, 
times and seasons that they have to observe in the ordering of their table 
arrangements. Of the table duly ordered in accordance with Jewish 
custom it is said, “this is tho table which is spread out before the Lord.” 
It is atable at which m wy sacrifices ara made for conscience’s sake and 
many desires overruled. 

IV. 

Lastly comes the crowu of a good name, which is said to surpass in 
worth all the others, and which is placed upon the head of him who 
practises good works. Itis symbolised by the candlestick, which kindles 


a light for the world; for the performance of good deeds acts as a shining 


ex imple to others.§ Hence the pronouncement of the Sages (Bamidbar 
Rabba, ch. 14): the crown of a good name corresponds to the Menorah.” 
The oil which feeds it and tho light that issue therefrom spread 
their fragrince and rays far and wide. This significance of the 
candlestick is set forth by the Midrash in a well-known passage. 
Aaron noted with mach concern that all the princes of Israel brought. 
valuable votive offerings tothe sanctuary, leaving nothing for the tribe of 
Lovi to give. But he was comforted by the | ssarance that for him and 
his tribe there was reserved the duty of serving in the temple and 
kindling the light of the candlestick. That was a gift to God more 
precious than any other; the gift of service, the gift of a good name 
which is only bestowed upon those who serve their people with single- 
minded enthusiasm. It was the prerogative of the priest to render such 
service; itis the prerogative of “a nation of priests” to render similar

(which are of course part of the Bible), while dn 37 stands for the 
laws based on the Peatateuch. If your correspondent has read and 
understeod the passage in which these terms occar, he should have seen 
that no other translation or interpreta'ion of those terms is possible. 
Moreover, he would- have found in Rashi the explanation given in 
plain words O'R'3): 7939 35. By no stretch of imagination 
could the writings of the Prophets or the Hagiographa be identified 
with Traditional Judaism,” or the laws derived from the Pentateuch 
identificl with “Reform Judaism.“ Your correspondent's conc'usion— 
Just as the Rabbins of the Talmul understood by Traditional 
Judaism the drerrey Kabbalah which they received from those thut 
went before them, so we to-day understand by Traditional Judaism’ all 
the teachings that we received from those that went before us — is, 
therefore, utterly false and misleading, so far as it is attempted to make 
the roader believe that the idea and the term Traditional Ju laism ” as 
used to-day can bo derived from the Talmud and its teachings. 

(2) The identification of the word “orthodoxy” with the Hebrew 
APTS and the translation of the sentence P 7% UR 1) as meaning Noah 
was an orthodox” (sic), or of Im as standing for “ heterodox,” is too 
obviously ridicalous to require refutation. Nor is it necessary to point out 
that the D * of Maimonides have nothing to do with “the principles 
of faith and practice” about which I wrote in my letter. Equally sense- 
less is your correspondent’s observation on my statement that if a Jew 
attempted openly to abrogate the laws and practices of Judaism he was 
branded as a V2, etc. “Well, weil,” your correspondent exclaims, 
“I think Dr. Daiches is rather overdoing it. Surely to goodness ) 
we are not living in the age of Acosta and Spinoz , and 
the flying Dutchman's sec »ptre, and the rod of excommunic ition 
is a thing of the past!” But was I not writing of things of the 
past?

EALING AND ACTON LITERARY SOCIETY. 

At a meeting of the Society held on Sunday in the Oak Room, 
Broadway Palladium, Ealing. Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., spoke 
upon the Jewish War Memorial. The Rev. John 8. Harris presided. He 
said that to many the War Memorial was regarded as a memorial to the 
Great War. He did not regard it as such. While the flask might be 
questionable he preferred the wine it contained, and the objects which 
the Memorial was destined to serve were important to him. Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen said that it was un-Jewish to set up a memorial to the War. 
The memorial which he and his friends desired to set up was to those who 
sacrificed everything in a great cause. The Jewish War Memorial was 
characteristic of the history of the race—the future might call for great 
sacrifices upon our people—the Memorial would help them to meet that 
call should it come, especially if that cause was the defence of our great 
traditions. All their energies were necessary if they were to hand on the 
great Jewish traditions unsullied. He did not agree with those who said 
the carrying on of our great traditions was incompatible with modern 
civilisation—he could not believe that a tradition which had been handed 
on during four thousand years and influenged the generations through the 
whole of that period had suddenly become incompatible with modern ideas. 
He was convinced that that tradition could be applied to modern conditions, 
A discussion followed, in which Messrs. D. Assersohn, Godfrey Isaacs, J. 
Isaacs, I. Ellis, and L. Hydelman took part.. Several of the speakers 
assured Sir Robert that though the Ealing and Acton Congregation had 
already done much to associate itself with the War Memorial scheme and 
had secured a substantial number of donations, his presence there that 
evening was an encouragement to them to do still more, especially as the 
details of te scheme were now much clearer to them, 

Thanss were accorded to Sir Robert Waley Cohen, on the motion of 
Mr. D. Assersohn, seconded by Mr. Godfrey Isaacs.

LIONEL BARNET drew attention to the question of the surplus 
in the hands of the Shecheta Board and reported that the United Syna- 
gogue had applied for a grant of £1,00) in c sideration of the services of 
the Beth Din. He stated that the Executive Committee of the Board 
were recommending that the grant should be made. He pointed out that 
under the laws of the Board their congregation should share in the dis- 
tribution of any surplus available, aud this grant would affect their 
position. He moved a resolution to the cffect : — 

The Elders urge on th» Board of Shecheta that n> claim for remuneration 
in respect of the services of the Both Din sto id be allowed or deducted before 
arriving at the su plus divisible under law 3, bat thit each body should be left 
to pay any such remuneration out of its share of such surplas. 

Mr. EDWARD PINTO seconded the motion. 

Mr. Josua M. LEVY said that he tho gut a protest should be made. 

_ After some discu Sion, the motion was adopted. 

Oa the motion of Mr. D. A. ROMAIN, it was resolved fo refer to the 
Mahamad to consider and report upon the desirability of having a suit- 
able memorial tablet erected in the vestry room at Bevis Mirks to the 
memory of those members of the congregation who died in the war. 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA drew attention to the practice of, members of the 
Mahamain rising when the Rev. D. B. Mesquita proceeded te the pulpit, 
and asked whether steps could be taken to make the practice uniform. 

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN expressed his disapproval of the procedure, which, 
he thought, shoald ba reserved for the Haham or a Rabbi.

Spanish and Portuguese Board of Guardians. 
— 
ANNUAL REPORT. 
In presenting their annual report, the Spanish and Portuguese Board 
of Guardians state that, in common with other institutions, they have 
found the transition from war to peace conditions far from easy. The 
increase in unemployment without a proportionate decrease in prices, 
has made its work exceedingly dificult, ani the outlook somewhat 


gloomy. On tha whole, however, the Board's financial position is not 


unsatisfactory, though it owes its comparatively favourab'e standing, 
as compared with other organisations, to the generosity of a 


donor of £1,000. The annual subscriptions and donations for the 


year were £467, as compared with £314 in the previous year. 
The Relief and otber Committees granted £113, as compared with 


£88, and special grants amounted to £299, as compared with 4307. 


Loans granted by the Board totalled £165, as against £74: the number of 
cases for casual relief was 926, as compared with 666. Working expenses 
amounted to £457, and the amount received from the synagogue by tax 
amounted to £141, as compared with £88 in 1919. The Board received a 
Aegacy of £885 from the estate of Mrs. M. A. Lion, and a donation of 
£1,000 in 5 per cent. War Loan from Mrs. Alfred Ezra and Mr. Ronald 
Sassoon, to create the Jeannete Frederick Sassoon Fund, in memory of 


‘their mother. The report conctudes by pointing out that the Board has 


made ita principle not to make separate appeals unless conditions are 
desperate, and that the fact that its deficit did not exceed £1,000 is only 
due to the generous donation mentioned above. cst

Sig, -The case briefly reporte. under the above heating in the Leeds 
news in your last week's issue has created much comment, both as to the 
severity of the sentence on a poor wom in, and the responsibility of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians in such circum stances. 

It has ben generally understool that the manifold activities of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians have the effect of keeping the Jewish poor 
from having to apply to the Union for retief. but it seems that this is 
not so, and that a great number of coreligio ists are receiving part relief 
from the rates. 

This unsatisfactory state of affiirs calls for the fallest enquiry, as 
the large and growing demands of support for the Board are being freely 
met on the understanding that as a community we look after our own 
or. 
With regard to the prosecution of the woman, the extent of the 
imposture was, after all, small in comparison with the flagrant cases that 
happen continually, and which are not prosecuted ; and the poor woman s 
plea from the docx that her children were starving,” and that she did 
not know that she was doing anything criminally wrong, shou'd have 
saved her poor children from being parted from their uafortunate mother 
by so severe a punishment.

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THE PALESTINE MANDATE,

Mandates to be given over the Arab provinces of the former Ottoman 
Impire, which his father considers would not lead to the realisation of 
the aims for which the Arab people ought to be on the side of the Allies. 
Moreover, King Hussein always has been, and still is of opinion, that the 
provisions of the Treaty of Versailles, as regards these Mandates, are not 
in conformity with the pledges given to him by [lis Majesty's Government. 

The terms of these mandates if correctly reported, are the Emir 
contends, not of a character that will lead King Hussein to alter his 
original view to ratify the Treaty. A formal protest is therefore made. 

In the Arab view there is no possible objection to nelp from Great 

Britain but, on the contrary, every desire for a continuance of the 

alliance existing during the war. It is however, felt that te 

Great expenditure now being made by Great Britain may be saved by 

helping the Arabs to form a Government of their own under British 

adviser for the administration of the territories in question. This Arab 

Government would itself be responsible not only for the defence of its 

borders and public security in the interior, but also for all the economic 

and political interests of Great Britain. 

Such a solution, the Arabs hold, would be entirely satisfactory to 

them, and should meet with the approval of the British taxpayer. By 

this means the aspirations of the Arabs would be realised and the pledges 
given by Great Britain to King Husseinredeemed. The Arabs, in return, 
expect no subsidy, but merely a Government loan guaranted by the 
riches of Mesopotamia, which would soon become a second Egypt. 

THE PACT WITH THE ZIONISTS. 

A representative of the Jewish Correspondence Bureau was granted 
an interview with the Emir Faisal before the publication of the Mandate 
for Mesopotamia and that for Palestine. In the course of what he said, 
His Highness observed: 

The Arabic world is now in as state of dissatisfaction and embitter- 
ment. Not one of the Arab aspirations, not one of the pledges made to 
them have up to the present been redeemed. It is therefore only natural 
that the Arabs in Palestine are to-day as dissatisfied as everywhere else. 
Two years ago I said to the Zionist leader, Dr. Weizmann, Only if the 
Arab claims are fulfilled will quietness and order prevail in the East, and 
harmony reign between the Jews and Arabs. If not, if the Arabs do not 
receive what they consider the rights they are entitled to of independence 

and national freedom, the Zionists will also not be quiet (sic). If the Arabs 
obtain what they rightly demand, then it will only be in their interests to 
work hand in hand with your people.’ This (continued the Emir) is very 
natural and logical. I speak quite frankiy, and I spoke in the same way 
to my people. I do not wish to mislead you or my own nation. I repeat 
again that there will be trouble in the East if our aspirations remain 
unfulfilled.” 

Remember well!” pursued His Highness, “ we Arabs are a vindictive 
race. We are true and faithful to our friends. Vendetta is one of the 
great things which has influenced the development of our country. The 

Jews who, in olden times, lived in large numbers in Arabic countries know 
it very well. There is no race on earth so faithful and true as the Arab 
race, but they take revenge when they discover that their friend has been 
disloyal to them. You may be sure that if the Jews are faithful and 
loyal to us, they will never have reason to complain ef Arab 
disloyalty or animosity. If the Zionists think we Arabs have lost our 
political future, if they think we are lost for ever, and deem us to be no 
more, one day they will awaken and find that we have returned. One 
day we shall achieve our national aims. The words which I address, in 
a dark day of Arab history, to the Jewish people are words of trath. 
What I ask of the Zionists is co-operation and support at this fateful 
moment. This will not be of any harm to the Zionists and the Zionist 
cause. If the Arabs achieve whit they demand, friendship and peace 
will reign between the two peoples. This is why I speak so plainly to 
you. I want to impress upon your people that there will be trouble if our 
hopes fail.” 

Ho far the Arab claims concern Palestine,” the Emir replied, “I 
expressed my views on this subject some time ago. I came to au agree- 
ment with the Zionist leader, Dr. Weizmann, and we found both principles 
incommon. No one will alter my attitude. The arrangement which I 
conclu ed with Dr. Weizmann will satisfy the Arabs as well as the 
Zionists, and they will work hand in hand.“ 

“It is far from my mind,” His Highness continued, “to make the 
Arab cause dependent only on the goodwill of your nation.” “ But,” and 
the Emir laughed sarcastically, you know very well that you Jews have 
a powerful influence on the public opinion of the world. You cannot say 
that you are not an important factor. If you work for the Arabic hopes 
everyone will see and observe it, and in return the Arabs will work for 
your Cause if they see that you are a real and faithful friend to them.” 
“Would it not encourage the Jews to work with full force for the 
Arab cause,” the Emir was asked, “if any misunderstandings were 
removed by a plain and frank statement that the Arabs will support the 
establishment of a Jewish Palestine?” 

“Do not speak at this moment of a Jewish Palestine,” replied His 
Highness. ‘“ Do not anticipate the future. To-day, in Palestine, you are 
‘not more than 8 to 10 per cent. of the population. You cannot come to 

the Arab, who has lived there for centuries, and say to him: ‘Go away. 


Lea ve your land, because we Jews want to establish ourselves here.’ What 


I agreed upon with Dr. Weizmann was that the Arab, as well as the Jew, 
should have equal rights in Palestine; that a Palestinian nationality 


should be established, granting the Jew and Arab the same standing. The 


Jew has been persecuted in Rumania, in Russia, and equality was denied 
him. We have always sympathised with you, because we, too, were 


oppressed. We Arabs have always lived im peace with you. We have 


never deprived you of your rights. What we, therefore, ask of you is: 


Do not demand dominance to-day when you are only a handful in your 


country.’” |

“The Arab agitation in Palestine,” he continued, is only caused by 
the general Arab dissatisfaction there as elsewhere. It will disappear if 
our aims are realised, I shall then myself take steps to smooth the 
relations between my brethren and your people, and Lam sure the Arab 
werld will accept my advice.” 

Questioned as to what he thought of Sir Herbert Samuel, the Emir 
replied : “Iam a great friend of Sir Herbert Samuel, and I consider him 
a friend of my people. He is a straight and fine man.”

war is THE MANDATE WORTH ? 


(RY A CORRESPONDENT. |] 

The Mandate has yielded up its secrets at last, and another stage in 
the Zionist drama has been reached. 

Article 4 of the Mandate invites the Jewish people to be up and doing. 
It assumes that the hour of redemption has been struck. The Zionist 
Organisation is to “take steps in consultation with His Britannic Majesty's 
Government to secure the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to 
assist in the establishment of the Jewish National Home.” As one of the 
Jews who are willing, I shall be only too pleased to answer the call, and 
to contribute my humble little to the grand canse. But before 1 do so, 1 
have one request to make: I want to know more clearly than I have 
yet been told what it is that I am asked to “assist.” The Mandate 
summons the Jewish people to the flag of the Mandatory Power. 
The Jewish people are entitled to know something of the great 


enterprise upon which they are to embark, to know whither they are to 


march, and what reward awaits them at the journey’s end. Does the 
Mandate tell them’? Certainly not. 

Look at its terms. Under Article 2, the Mandatory is to be respon- 
sible for placing the country under such political administrative and 
economic conditions as will secure the establishment of the “Jewish 
National Home.” 

Else whero in the document we are pursued by that same intriguing, 
mysterious, tantalising phrase, “Jewish National Home.” It is the 
phrase of the Balfour Declaration. It is the phrase that has darkened 
counsel and distracted Jewry ever since the Zionists, with an ingenuous- 
ness not always credited to Jews, hailed it as the satisfaction of their 
claims. For three years the Jewish people have cudgelled their brain 
over its precise connotation. Some of them, the robust optimists, regarded 
it as the promise of a real Jewish Commonwealth, and in that 
faith they went forward. Others, less hopeful, feared that it might 
be construed, merely as the offer of a land of refuge to which Jews could 
claim admission as by right in virtue of their “ historic connection” with 
the country ; only that and nothing more. Some, in other words, placed 
the emphasis on National,“ others on “Home.” The Government 
offered no guidance. They allowed the fog to thicken—and the optimists 
to hug their beliefs, Many of us boped and expected that the Mandate, 
when it came, would clear up the position once for all, and thus rectify 
the initial mistake of not asking for previse definitions at the outset. 

And now the Mandate is revealed—and there is no light. The 
same old, vague, dubious words, which may mean everything or 
nothing. The same atmosphere of doubt, confusion, and contradictory 
ideas. The same irritating mystery. The same old game of political blind 
man’s buff. Do the Government really suppose that an intelligent people 
will enthusiastically answer their ciil for help on such terms? Frankly, 
this is not honest—itisnot plaindepling. The Jewish nation is capable of 
the sublimes sacrifices for a great iel. Bat it must know what the ideal 
is, and must not be filled with anxiety lest Loah be palmed off on it, 
after toiling in the belief that Rachel was to be the bride. Of course, 
Mr. Lloyd George may not be a modern Liban. But it so, why not make 
the truth plain? The Jewish people, under this Mandate, are inheriting 
not the land but the fog—the fog of the past three years—and it is their 
duty to refuse to be fooled any longer; to demand that that Balfourian 
phrase, Jewish National Home,” shall not go on mystifying them for 
ever, and that they shall be given a simple programme such as simp] 
men may understand and live for—and, if necessary, die for. 

Having been vouchsafed no illumination on the meaning of the 
ambiguous phrase, “Jewish National Home,” perhaps we can find some 
clue to the Government's intentions in the Articles of the Mandate. 

What is the substance of the concessions made in them? 

( The new Administration of Palestine is to facilitate Jewish 
immigration. But this is to be done “under suitable conditions.” What 


may be read into this reservation’ What may not? 


Worse still, this fac lit ting of Jewish immigration is to be dependent 
on the rights and position of other sections of the population not being 
prejudiced.” At what point in the process of immigration will the posi- 
tion of the Arabs be deemed to be prejudiced? Will it be when the number 
of Jewish inhabitants is approaching equality with that of the Arabs? 
The Zionist leaders are undoubtedly playing for a Jewish majority in 
Palestine. That is their chief hope of turning the famous Declaration into 
a political reality instead of a trick of verbal legerdemain, But as soon 
as they get anywhere within sight of their goal, the Arabs can, 
under this article of the Mandate, turn round and demand the 
of Jowish immigration on the ground that it threatens their position 
as it surely would. The fact is the Mandate was drawn up with both 
eyes on the Arab population. The word Arab is scrawled all over it. 
But there is not too much thought for the Jews. : 

(2) The Zionist Organisation, so long as its constitution is regarded 
as “appropriate,” is graciously permitted to advise and co-operate with the 
Administration in such economic, social, and other—not political, mark 
vou matters as may affect the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home, and, “subject always to the control of the Administration 
to assist and take part in the development of the country.” 
But did it need a tremendous flourish of trumpets, a Balfour 
Declaration, and all the rest of it, to bring about this arrangement? 
Surely, if there had never a Balfour Declaration at all, Great 


Britain would have been glad of the money and brains of the Zionist 
movement to help make Palestine ® prosperous country? It is true that 
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the co-operation is to be in matters affecting the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home. But these matters are economic and social. The 
co-operation may improve Palestine as a Jewish “home ; it does not 
necessarily advance the Jewish national, that is to say political, ideal. 

(3) The Administration of Palestine is to facilitate the acquisition of 
Palestinian citizenship by Jews. Palestinian citizenship, not Jewish 
citizenship, The Jew is to be allowed to become naturalised easily 
as he is to-day in the United States, for instance. 

(4) The Administration may arrange with the Zionist Organisation 
to construct or operate any public works, services and utilities, and to 
develop any of the natural resources of the country, “in so far as these 
matters arc not directly undertaken by the Administration,” all profits 
coves a certain “ reasonable rate” to inure for the benefit of the country 

in a manner approved by the Administration.” This, surely, hardly 
Squares with the Zionist hope of preferential rights in the construction of 
public works, or in the development of the natural resources of the 
country: The Administration ma » give these righ ts, if it does not exercise 
them itself or, it may be hazarded, if the Arabs do not contest them as 
prejudicial to their position. 

(5) The Administration is to encourage “ close settlement by Jews on 
the land, including State lands and waste lands not required for public 
purposes.” What, one would like to know, are “Public Purposes”? 
What range can they bo made to cover? But, quite apart from this, it 
will be noted that no preference is explicitly given to the Zionists on the 
lands in question. There is no reason why others should not be similarly 
“encouraged.” And the upshot will be a decided improvement in 
cconomic conditions, for which the whole country will be the better. 
But did it need a Balfour Declaration to secure this? “The Mandatory 
Power would have been cqually glad of Jewish land settlers even if 
nothing had ever been heard of Zionism; aud these settlers might have 
immigrated into the country if the ingenious mind of Mr. Balfour had 
never contained the inimitable Declaration. 

(6) Hebrew is to be an official language of Palestine—not the official 
lapguage—and the Jewish holy days are to be recognised as legal days of 
rest for Jews—in the same way as the holy days of other communities are 
recognised for these communities. 

Now, what does all this amount to? Just this—that Jews are 
to be admitted under certain limiting conditions into Palestine: that 
they are to be permitted to offer advice on and co-operate in social 
and economic matters; that they are to be allowed to settle on the 
land (apparently at the market price), including State lands and waste 
lands not required for public purposes; that they are to be helped to 
become Palestinian citizens: that they may be permitted to construct 
public works, and that their holy days shall be recognised, and their 
language appear on the stamps and coinage side by side with that of the 
Arabe. 


These are the cines to the Government's intentions which are to be 


found in the Mandate. Can anybody say that they point to the ultimate : 


development of a polilically Jewish Palestine, or that they embody the 
necessary conditions for the building up of a Jewish Commonwealth”? 
‘The Mandatory Power is to place the country under such political“ 
conditions as will secure the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home. But if the concessions described above represent these con- 
ditions,” they do not carry us far. If they do not, why is no hint 
given as to what these “conditions” will be? Put in a nutshell, 
the Mandate allows the Jews to enter the country and work for its 
enrichment. But there is no guarantee whatsoever that out of their sweat, 
and maybe their tears, will come a Jewish Polity. This is not a return 
of the Jews to Palestine, it is a return of Jewish immigrants. It is, at 
best, a pinchbeck Restoration, making farce of the Jewish epic; at worst, 
the creation of a Jewish shadowland where Jews may stumbie in pursuit 
of the unsubstantial, and fall as they clutch at unreality. The Mandate 
sets up a British Protectorate, which, with Jewish money and energy, 
may easily become a bright jewel in the royal crown. He must 
be a veritable glutton for o;timism who can detett in it the 
outline of a Juda which shall be “as Jewish as England is English.” 
It may be ungracious to say so, but better blunt candour than the filling 
of the famished Jewish belly with the East wind. 

In nothing that has been said above is there the smallest desire to 
belittle the work of the Zionist leaders. On the contrary, he must be 
a poor soul who does not admire their wonderful enthusiasm and 
reverence their heroic devotion. The Mandate is the measure not of 
their laxness or weakness, but of the formidableness of the task they 
gallantly undertook, and nothing can ever make Jews forget their bound- 
less patience and their love and labour for their people. But that should 


not blind us to the reality of what the conditions have permitted them 
to obtain.

The publication of the Mandate for Palestine in the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
has aroused the greatest interest throughout the East End and has been 
ever since the subject of considerable discussion among Jews of all 
Classes. In Zionist circles great satisfaction is expressed that the terms 
have at last been made known. For, whatever view one takes of the 
terms, satisfactory or otherwise, it is generally agreed that the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE has rendered a great service in making them public. 
Some are of opinion that much misunderstanding might have 
been avoided had the contents been published earlier. It is, 
of course, realised that the blame for withholding the publica- 
tion cannot be attached to tho Zionist leaders but to the statesmen 
who still clipg to secret diplomacy,” but there can be no doubt that the 
ignorance, hitherto, of the terms of the Mandate has damped the spirit of 
the Jewish public. Thanks to the JEWIsH CHRONICLE the air has now 
been cleared, and Jewish Nationalists now know where they stand. 
Those who had entertained exaggerated hopes will now attune them- 
selves to the realities of the situation, while those who, during the past 
two years, had ex very little, have the satisfaction of being agree-

FRENCH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


DENUNCIATION OF THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


In our last issue we printed part of the speech delivered by Dr. 
Marmorek at the opening of the Annual Conference of the Federation 
of French Zionists. Ata later meeting of the Conference, the following 
resolutions were adopted : 

The Annual Conference of the Federation of French Zionists notes with 
deep emotion the existence of general unrest among all Zionists—unrest which 
has incessantly increased since the London Conference. The Federation views 
with deep apprehension the grave symptons which are being manifested in our 
movement, and which are due in great part to the weakness and the lack of

The Jewish Times, while raferring ta the shortcomings of the docu- 
ment. remarks that though the provisions for a Jewish National Home are 
inadequate, it is incumbent upon Jewry to take advantage of the meaus 
as far as they go, and leave it to future Jewish generations to widen 
the means.

is a dramatic four de force equal to anything in which we have seen this 
charming actress. 


Musical events have presented wide contrasts during the past week. 


A concert of special worth was that given at Steinway Hall by two welle 


known singers. Miss Judith Litante and Mr. Adolph Raibin. Held in aid 
of two young Rassian coreligionists, the result was as excellent as the 
cause it championed. Both singers were at their best. Mr. Raibin’s 
interpretation of Russian songs was really wonderful for its sympathetic 
wealth of expression. Miss Litante, too, is warmly to be congratulated 
on her spirited rendering and choice of songs. As usual, her delivery 
and articulation were admirable. 

It is many years since Mr. Moritz Rosenthal established himself in 
public favour by the power and fascination of his playing; and the size 
of the audience that greeted him at Queen’s Hall last week demonstrated 
that be has not been forgotten by his admirers. His playing was, if any- 
thing, more finished and more intellectual, and his power to display deep 
feeling, coupled with a magnificent: technique, lent fresh beauty to 
Beethovens Appassionata” Sonata. The Chopin group was notable for 
the sheer beauty of tone. Schumann's Carnival,“ too, is a work that 
demands a master for its interpretation, and Mr. Rosenthal soared to 


great heights by his handling of this work, which is so often marred 
by students and mediocre players.

AMERICAN ECONOMIC COUNCIL FORMED. 


The London office of the Hebrew paper, oar Hayom, has received 
the following cable from New Vork: 5 

Two meetings of representative non-Ziouist Jews, arranged on the 
initiative of Judge Lehmann and with the co-operation of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, have been held in New York, the first at the 
residence of the Jadge and the second at that of Mr. Oscar Straus. At 
both meetings Mr. James de Rothschild outline 1 the general purposes of 
the London Economic Council, and as the resulta resolution was adopted 
approving of the organisation of an Americin Advisory Economic Council 
which shall co-operate with the London body, and directing Judge 
Lehmann to appoint a committee which shall submit p'ans for a perma- 
nent organisation. The Committes includes Judge Lehmann, Judge 
Uatermeyer, Dr. Flexuer, Mr. Louis Marshall, Mr. F. Warburg, Mr. Oscar 
Straus, and Mr. Eugene Meyer. Sir Mortimer Davis will organise a 
similar committee in Canada. The successful outcome of Mr. de Roth- 
schild's efforts have been approved by the Zionist Organisation. No 
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action was taken in respect to a loan in connection with the Keren 
Hayesod. The American Zionist Organisation will not be represented at 
the proposed meeting of the Greater Actions Committee.

“Children of the Ghetto” column in last week's issue of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, is liable to give many of your readers au erroneous impression 


as to the Initiation Society's policy with regard to advertising the names 


and addresses of those Mohelim who have qualified for the Society's 
diploma. 

f As you, Sir, are no doubt aware, the Register of Mohelim is revised 
annually (the last revision took place in December, 1920) and a copy is 
forwarded to every metropolitan and provincial synagogue in the United 
Kingdom the name of which appears in the Jewish Year Book, with the 
request to exhibit and retain it in a prominent po-ition in the synagogue 
building. in order that may be referred to by any member of the con- 
gregation requiring thé services of a fully-qualified Mohel. Moreover, * 
copy ot the Register is to be found in the Jewish Year Book and Vallen- 
tine’s Almanac and can also be obtained from me upon request. The 
Register now contains the names and addresses of fifty-five Mohelim in 
London, fifty-two in the provinces, and nine in the colonies, besides 
fifty-one whose addresses it has not been found possible to verify. — 

The Registered Mohciim have signed an undertaking to operate in 
accordance with the laws of Milah, the instructions of the Medical Board, 
and the laws of the Society. It is therefore to the advantage of the 
Community to engage the services of Registered Mohelim only. 

You will thus, Sir, perceive that the Society is, and has been, doing 
exactly what your contributor suggests. 

As to the question of permitting Mohelim to advertise, this matter 
has been for some time under the Committee's consideration, and, among 
the various propose:| amendments to the Socicty’s laws, which are to be 
recommended for adoption by the members at their annual general mcet- 
ing next Monday, is one affecting this very point. 

Your contributor need have no fear that the Initiation Society is 
getting into a groove or resting on its 175 years’ history. It is still quite 
active and wide-awake, and, although your readcrs hear only occasionally 
of its operations, I can confidently assure them that it is continuing to fill 
very efficiently a most important position in the life of the Community.

OVERREACHING. 

A case came before the Courts last week (the Jewish World vemarks)in 
which a money-lender named Lewis Schaverien sought to enforce payment 
of the balance remaining unpaid on a promissory note amounting to £210. 
The defendant had paid one instalment of the note originally for 4270, 
which was payable in monthly parts of £54 each, but haying failed to 
pay the second instalment exactly to the day, Mr. Schaverien at once 
issued a writ for the whole of thé balance; which meant, if he had been 
successful, that the hapless borrower would have paid in two months, 
interest (we may be sure of ample proportions), arranged for a credit of 
five months. But the money-lender did not win the case, the borrower 
successfully pleading that he was entitled to three days“ grace, and that 
therefore the lender of the money was not entitled to issue his writ until 
after the expiration of the days of grace. We are pleased that what looks 
like a very bad case of overreaching failed, and that the money-lender is 
m.ulcted in costs for his pains. Whether the transaction itself was, as tho 
plaintiff had alleged in his pleadings, harsh and unconscionable, did not 
appear, because the deferidant offered no evidence in support. But we 
hope Mr. Lewis Schaverien has léarnt that the quality of mercy some- 
times pays, and that ruthless resort to legal pressure does not always 
do 80. 

LONDON'S UNEMPLOYED. 

The Lord Mayor of London and the Mayors of each of the twenty- 
eight Metropolitan Boroughs are making an appeal for the unemployed, 
especially ex-service men. It is felt that a collective endeavour will be 
more effective than individual efforts. Theappeal is issued over the name
